Dr. H icks read a

m an also told

true story of H ow gate’s 
escape from the bailiff as told by the fugitive 
him self. How gate said th a t lie w ent into the room 
n e x t to tho sitting-room , and was iii the hall ju st 
outside the room talking to a m em ber of his 
fam ily when the baiiilf raised tile alarm ,

L ast week Tom Rayne cu t loose in the House and 
S enator Van W yck has astonished bis R epubli­ 
can associates by charging full tilt upon tbe 
p resid en t aud the cabinet. 
Tbe su b ject under 
discussion was the resolution Introduced by Sen­ 
ator Pendleton two weeks ago in reference to 
political assessm ents, to which Mr. Van W yck 
had added a resolution of inquiry as to tho 
au th o rity of tbe R epublican congressional com­ 
m ittee for Hie statem en t in th eir circular th a t 
voluntary contributions would not be objected to 
in any official quarter. 
Mr. Van Wyck is a new 
com er in

Senate, 
and 
bis speech was 
his first on auv im p o rtan t su b ject. 
He is a man 
of decided opinions, aud gained a notoriety re­ 
cently by his efforts to have the question of the 
continuation of tbe ta riil com m ission considered 
in opeu session. D efeated in th at, he was the one 
R epublican who voted against the confirm ation 
of the com m ission. His speecli today showed th a t 
he was antagonistic to the adm inistration. W'hen

Mr. Parnell and Twenty-two 
Irish Members 


Ordered to Withdraw from the 
House of Commons.

L o n d o n , Ju ly I .—Mr. P arnell and tw enty-tw o 
irish m em bers were nam ed by the speaker of tho 
H ouse of Commons at IO o’clock this m orning 
for obstruction. 
AU were suspended and or­ 
dered to w ithdraw by a vote of 129 to 25. Tile 
Commons sat all n ig h t debating the repression 
bill, 
Messrs. 
G ladstone an a 
H artington 
re­ 
m aining. 
The I’am ellites pressed an 
endless 
num ber of am endm ents. 
N ortherns supported 
G ladstone in a long speech, in wtiich he urged til? 
g overnm ent to stop by atis m eans tile obstruction 
of the Irish m em bers, which he said was disgrace­ 
ful and insulting to B ritish intelligence. 
At 9 a. 
in., H arco u rt b itterly denounced the obstruction. 
Parnell retorted so strongly th a t tbe speaker took 
th e above action. 
Mr. P arnell and the tw enty- 
tw o m em bers left the house in a body. In g o in g 
o ut Mr. O 'D onnell, m em ber for D uugarven.and the 
speaker had some angry words. The g re a te st ex­ 
citem ent prevailed, and a fte r they had retired the 
speaker reported Mr. O’D onnell’s language as in ­ 
sulting.

"With New Kngland farmers the hay crop 
holds an important I edition, for tho reason 
that it can be easily grown, and does not en­ 
counter to lively a competition as is the case 
with other crops. 
In the cultivation of corn it 
must be acknowledged that the W est holds 
the pre-eminent position, and if disposed can 
flood the Fast, and at prices that discourage 
nttoniiits at cultivation further than for farm 
use by tile average New England farmer. But 
bot so with hay. 
Tho soil of these States ap­ 
pears to he peculiarly adapted to tho growth of 
grass, which can lie cultivated at compara­ 
tively little trouble. 
lf 
a 
field is well 
seeded and once produces a good sod, it may 
be continued to produce good crops by af! occa­ 
sional top-dressing of some kind of pulverized 
manure or other fertilizer, provided there is no 
injury to the sod bv <h ^tractive ln«ects. which, 
or course, arc liable to produce disastrous 
effect*. 
So the New Pineland farmers can, as 
a sort of resort of escape from competition in 
other directions, turn his fields to the produc­ 
tion of grass aud hay, uxc'ptao far as is neces­ 
sary in the growth of those other crops that 
are required upon the farm, and in doing so 
can engage, if he chooses, in the growth of 
young stock aud beef, the latter of which, at 
the present time, is particularly profitable. 
But with the growth of grass for hay, it avails 
little, unless there is care exercised! in the cut­ 
ting and curing. 
Tho very best grasn may 
become almost worthless by being allowed to 
stand too tong before cutting or boing injured 
in the curing. 
CRABS SHOULD NOT STAND UNTIL IT IS FULLY 
RIPE. 
It is a mistaken idea that grass should stand 
until it is hilly ripe and ready to shtdl its seed 
before it is cut. for then a considerable portion 
will have been changed to woody libre, and, 
if that possessed any special feeding value, 
the saMdust of the many mills of New Eng­ 
land would lone ere this have been utilized 
for feeding purposes. 
It would be far better 
to cut grass before it was half-grown than 
to wait until it is dead Hpc, for then it would 
be young and tender and digestible, and greed­ 
ily eaten by cattle, whereas the hard, woody 
stalks of over-ripe grass would be refused. 
It 
is better, however, to arrange so that grass 
may be cut at the time or not a great w hile 
before the period of flowering, as then it is 
said to contain the greater amount of nutritive 
principles. Hay should not be cured too much; 
there is more bay injured by being dried too 
much than there is by being dried too little. 
A great deal of hnv is injured by being carted 
when the dew is falling and put into tile mow 
in a damp condition, and its future smokv and 
mouldy condition attributed to a want of cur­ 
ing. 
The 
PRINCIPAL SECRET OF HAVING GOOD HAY 
lies in tile practice of having every particle of 
external moisture dried out, and when possi­ 
ble, carted, when sufficiently willed, in the 
middle of the day under the influence of u 
bot sun. 
Hay when so carted will settle com­ 
pactly iu the mow. go through with a sort of 
natural chemical change which, though some­ 
times slightly browning, does not detract at 
all from its excellent quality nor destroy the 
rich fragrance of new mown hay. 
lf the at­ 
mosphere is reasonably dry, even though 
the 
sky 
bo 
overcast 
with 
clouds, by 
keeping 
hay 
stirred 
so 
that 
it 
be­ 
comes thoroughly wilted and all external 
moisture expelled, it may he put in the mow 
with safety. 
Where, as is sometimes the case, 
bay is left spread 
over 
night, 
it is to 
a certain extent injured bv the dows that 
fall upon it. 
lf it is to be left out at all, it 
should be raked into a windrow aud put in 
beaus, if possible. 
As a general rule bay is 
better if it can be cut, cured and boused the 
same day, and if any is to remain out over 
night it is better that it be cut late in the 
afternoon, as then, having little or no time to 
wilt, it will tie less injured. 
C lover hay, if 
thick, may be cut, and about the time the dew 
liegins to fall turned over, and it will then he 
ready to cart the Dext day. (food hay ensures 
good animals, hence the advantage of good 
hav.

As flax grows and matures quicker than 
most other crops, it is a good one to raiso 
where, for any reason, a main crop has been 
destroyed. 
This crop is recommended in lo­ 
calities visited bv the Kooky mountain locust 
aud the chinch bug more particularly thaD for 
any locality more eastward. 
The chinch bugs 
do uot molest it, and it is a safe crop. 
It is a 
crop which is growing in favor, mainly from 
the fact that it is one of the most certain of 
crops, and one that can be harvested and mar­ 
keted within ninety days from the 
time of 
sow trig the seed. 
Prairie land two and three 
years from the first breaking, is in the best 
possible condition for this crop. 
Tile soil 
should be finely pulverized. 
W hen harvest­ 
ing, cut as soou as the bolls or seed T assels be­ 
gin to turn brown. 
If allowed to stand until 
fully ri[»e the small stems become so brinie 
aud grind up to badly that the separation of 
the chaff from the seed (even when tho vibra­ 
tor thrasher is used) is very difficult. 'Hie 
machine should he ted very slowly and evenly, 
in order to save the seed. 
The yield of seed 
ranges from ten to fifteen bushels per acre. 
There is now a good demand for the fibte. 
Both seed and Claro should be carefully saved 
and marketed. 
The fibre is now baled like 
bav for shipment. 
The annual product of 
fibre in the Dulled States is estimated at 38,- 
UOO.UOO pounds. 


T h e AV Ii I le l l e a n . 
As the navy or the ordinary small white 
bean will mature in from seventy-five to ninety 
days, it may he planted iu rnauy localities as 
late as the middle of June, and in some local­ 
ities in the north which are exempt from early 
frosts, even as late as the last of the mouth. 
W hen to be planted alone drill them in with 
an improved force toed wheat drill. 
Let the 
rows be twenty-four or twenty-seven inches 
apart, and set to drop tho beans from two to 
three Inches apart in the row. 
As soon as the 
beans are two to three inches in height, let 
the harrow be run astride the rows. 
For sub­ 
sequent cultivation the ordinary corn ploughs 
will answer the purpose. .Should one have a 
field in which the prairie sod was broken last 
year, a good crop of beaus can be raised with­ 
out further cultivation than to harrow well 
and then drill in the seedhn rows sixteen or 
eighteen inches apart, aud let them grow and 
mature. 
Set the drill to sow three pecks of 
wheat to the acre. 
This will require about 
half a bushel of seed beans to the acre. 
Begin 
harvesting for home use as soon as half the 
pods are yellow, 
if the crop is a large one, 
cut with scythe, hut if small pull the vines up 
by the roots and 
stack them about small 
stakes about six feet in height, which, before 
setting, should be sharpened at both ends. 
A 
jew sticks .should be placed about the stakes 
in order to keep the beans from resting on the 
ground. 
Cap with coarse hay or straw and 
let them stand until cured, when they can be 
threshed with the flail. 
Where the beaus are 
tramped out by horses keep the floor covered 
with a layer of bean vines, so that the heaps 
will not split by being tramped upon. 
T h e M a n g e l AA u r ta e l. 
One great drawback to the successful cul­ 
ture of root crops in the W est is the dry 
weather to comrnou in this latitude in mid­ 
summer. Another, and the most common one, 
is too late planting. 
The best success will 
attend the sowing of the seeds for root crops 
before corn planting time instead of after it, 
as is usually the case. 
If possible the plants 
should be deeply rooted by mid-summer, so 
that, with frequent cultivation, the injurious 
ifft-cis of a drought will he obviated. 
From 
present indications this crop can be sown much 
later iu the season this yea’ than in ordinary 
years. 
The mangel wurzel and the white 
sugar beet are the most profitable. The yellow 
globe mange) is the best of the mangels for 
general cultivation In the West. 
But the 
land 
in the hest possible 
condition 
by 
repeated 
ploughing 
and 
harrowing, 
so 
that 
a 
liberal 
supply 
of 
well-rotted 
manure 
can 
be 
intimately 
mixed with 
the Jnenii -ploughed soil. Care should be taken 


th a t the manure used is free from lout weed J 
seeds. 
Five to six pounds of seed is required 
to the acre where the drills are from twenty- I 
tour to thirty inches apart. 
For cultivation I 
with ilic horse tho rows should lie from thirty 
lo thirty-Ibree inches apart. 
About one ounce i 
of seed will be required to every fifty feet of 
drill. 
Ordinarily tile seed should ho kept in 
tepid water during the twenty-four hours pre­ 
vious to planting. 
Drain off the water aud 
roll the seed in gypsum (land plaster) and 
plant, 
Peed prepared in this way will come 
up quickly and outgrow tho weeds. 
Cover the 
seed with two inches of mellow soil. 
Culti­ 
vate often and thin to nine or ten inches apart 
in the row. 
If the ground is as well fitted ae 
it should Ira, three ploughing* will be enough. 
Bo iii more of a hurry to pulverize and enrich 
the soil than to plant early on half-enriched 
half-pulverized soil.—[Farm and Fireside.

Sheep raising, under judicious 
manage­ 
ment, and in accordance with the demands of 
receut experience, can be made as profitable 
in New England as in Texas, Colorado or any 
part of Hie world. No animal on the farm 
gives such quick returns or so large profits. 
The same feed. whether in hay, grain or 
roots, will produce one-third more mutton 
than beef. 
No meat commands a higher 
price than the best mutton, none is more nu­ 
tritious, none more economical to the con­ 
sumer, since in cooking it shrinks one-quarter 
leas than beef. 
To produce the best results the Cotswold 
must bo crossed with the Southdown. Comb 
ing wool, premium mutton and early lambs 
are the three essentials for profit. 
This cross 
necessitates better feed, which in turn de­ 
mands better culture, and the first supplies 
the latter with better manure. 
Thirty-six 
pounds of sheep manure equals in value for 
grass lands IOO pounds of cow manure, the 
former being nearly equal in nitrogen, 
AND SUPERIOR IN PHOSPHATES 
to guano or hen manure. 
Many of our aban­ 
doned lands Pave little maritet value even for 
pasture land, since they are grown up to weeds. 
There are, however, 140 varieties of weeds 
that sheep will eat aud thrive upon, aud they 
fire the only animals that destroy the vitality 
of all the seeds they eat. 
W ith a slight ad­ 
dition of better food sheep will not only im­ 
prove on much of our abandoned land, but 
would become im portant factors in restoring 
lost productiveness. The partial abandonment 
of sheep raising in Massachusetts, aside from 
the vexatious annoyance of dogs, is difficult to 
explain. 
This State is the hest aud the largest 
market for wool in the United States. 
Our 
woollen manufacturers have invested capital 
of 8l7.3.r>3,772, and used in value of stock, 
929,618,963. as appears by the census reports 
of Massachusetts in 1876. 
It also furnishes 
the hest market for mutton, owing to the pre­ 
ponderance of the noD-producing classes and 
to the density of its population, and yet the 
number of sheep has fallen from 194,100 iu 
1804 to G6.199 in 1880, as appears in the 
United States Agricultural reports.

S w e e t C o r n —P l a n t i n g C orn L i t e . 
Sweet com may be said to be a higher pro­ 
duct than field corn, on account of the large 
quantity of more highly developed substances 
which it contains. 
It is richer in sugar and 
albumen than common corn, aud less rich in 
starch, a considerable portion of what would 
otherwise have been starch being probably 
converted into gum and sugar during the 
growth of the plant. 
The stalks, too, are ex­ 
ceedingly rich in sugar, so much so that tho 
juice has been profitably converted into syrup 
end crystallized cane sugar. 
But its chief 
value is as a table vegetable, and it is very ex­ 
tensively grown for this purpose, both for do­ 
mestic use and for sale. 
It is a distinct­ 
ively American product, for in no other 
country are “ pease eaten from a stick,’’as the 
green Hibernian remarked when he first saw 
ears of corn served at the dinner table. 
It is, 
however, rapidly becoming a popular article 
of diet abroad, since the process of canning 
and evaporating has been applied to it, by 
which it is prepared so that it can be packed in 
paper cases and sold at the grocery stores as 
readily as pease or beans. 
Its delicate and 
delicious flavor renders it very acceptable, and 
the numerous ways in which it can he pre­ 
pared and presented at table commend it 
favorably to the aspiring and ambitious cook 
or housekeeper. 
The supply of it has never 
yet met the demand, as is evident bv its con­ 
stantly high price and the frequent difficulty 
experienced at this season or a little later in 
procuring seed for planting 
W hile other corn 
ranges ai about 91 a bushel, sweet corn is 
scarce at 34 a bushel, aud when nicely pre­ 
pared iu an evaporator and packed neatly it 
sells readily for twenty-live cents a pound. 
There are several reasons why at this precise 
period sweetcorn should be made a subjeclfor 
study. 
It is now the season for planting the 
early crop. 
The crop is one of toe most 
valuable that can be grown in the garden or on 
the farm, not only for the grain but for the 
fodder, which is more nutritious and palatable 
to cattle than common corn fodder. 
The ears 
are readily salable, either grceu for a table 
vegetable or for the dry grain for seed. 
The 
soft young grain may be prepared for sale by 
canning it, aud since the method of evaporation 
has been introduced the dried corn is one of 
the most profitable of this class of products. 
So that, as far as regards the disposal of the 
produce, this crop is one of tho most conven­ 
ient that can be grown upon tile farm, and in 
its gathering ann preparation for sale it fur­ 
nishes remunerative occupation for all the 
members of the family who are able and 
willing to work. 
There are 


MANY VARIETIES OF SWEET CORN, 
some of them maturing a crop in sixty days, 
or even less, and others remaining fresh and 
green until the verj latest period of the sea­ 
son. The growing and productive season is 
thus very much lengthened, and the crop 
comes into planting as well as into harvesting 
in succession from July to October, or even as 
late as November in some years, when the 
frosts are unusually late. 
The very early 
kiurls, however, are only for garden culture or 
for market farms near towns and cities, where 
the first green ears sell readily at a high price. 
Early 
Minnesota, 
Narragansett, 
Moore’s 
Early Concord, 
Crosby’s early, 
and 
the 
newest of this sort, 
the Marblehead early, 
all have very small stalks and small or 
medium-sized ears. 
The midseason varieties, 
such as Triumph, P ratt’s early, aud Egyp­ 
tian. have full-sized ears aud good-sized stalks, 
which furnish a considerable yield of excellent 
rodder afier the ears have beeri gathered; the 
late kiuds, Mammoth and Evergreen, ara very 
large, both in ear and stalk; and the last men­ 
tioned is the kind especially grown for the 
main crop for preserving in cans, for evapo­ 
rating, for the market and for fodder. 
For the 
garden and for domestic use, Early Minne­ 
sota and the sweetest of all sweet corn, the 
Black Mexican, should be planted iu succes­ 
sion from the first possible opportunity at 
intervals of a week up to tile end of four 
weeks, and the Late Evergreen should be 
planted at weekly intervals until the middle 
of July. AVhere a family cow is kept, the 
beds of sweet corn may not only supply the 
family table, but the fodder for the cow as 
well from early in July up to late in October 
and if space caD be afforded, the winter’s sup, 
ply of canned or dried corn and of corn fod­ 
der may be very easily grown in a good-sized 
garden. 
W ith the help of sweet corn, the 
problem of feeding a cow upon the produce of 
a single acre for a whole year can be readily 
solved, and a very large quantity of domestic 
provision can also be procured besides. 
For 
the farm the early kinds are not sufficiently 
productive to be profitable. 
We would grow 
only one kind, and that the evergreen. The 
production of one variety is desirable, for 
several reasons. 
Among others it may be 
sufficient to mention these, namely, there is 
less trouble in planting largely of one variety 
than of several, and in m arketing, one single 
kind of any product whatever always sells 
better than if the bulk be made up of two, 
three or more kiuds.

ing in Angust, and if planted in succession, 
weekly, the harvest will be lengthened out 
over two months, or even more. 
When this 
crop is grown for inarkfct, or for preserving, 
this consecutive ripening is necessarv to spread 
tile labor over as long a period as possible. 
It 
enables the grower to haudie a larger crop 
grown upon a wider space of ground than if 
the plantings are fewer and farther apart. 
A m arksm an taking 4000 ears to n iark ctat 
onetime can dispose of the product of two 
acres in a week, and he can thus be able to 
grow twelve or sixteen acres, when otherwise 
Ins crop would be confined 
to hut half as 
much ground, or it would be difficult to han­ 
dle while in good condition. 
So, too, in can­ 
ning or evaporating, the longer the seasou can 
bo 
extended 
the 
more 
productive 
and 
profitable it may be made, and the more work 
can bedene. W ith a No. 3 American evaporator, 
for instance, ten acres of sweet corn can be 
worked up, when, if the planting should be all 
done in the course of ©ne or two weeks, tho 
larger part of the crop would be past the prime 
before it could be disposed of. The cultivation 
of sweet corn differs in nowise from that of 
common field corn. A very important point in 
gathering the crop is to hit upon the precise 
time when the grain is in the best condition. 
This is when tho ear feels solid and firm in 
the hand; and if a more certain test to the 
uninitiated is desired it will be found in the 
condition of the grain, which is well formed 
and filled and glazed on the surface, but wheu 
pressed with the thumb-nail a liquid, milky 
juice can he forced out. 
This juice is att 
albuminous, starchy fluid, which is quickly 
set or coagulated by a boiling heat. 
The mar­ 
ket value of green com aud the quality of the 
canned, and more especially of the evaporated 
product, depends wholly upon the selection of 
the exact time when the grain is in the right 
condition. 
Tho ear should be well filled out 
to the cud. and no imperfectly formed grains 
should he found on the tip. 
Canning sweet 
corn is a very 


PARTICULAR AND DIFFICULT OPERATION, 
and for its success requires very careful manip­ 
ulation. 
The peremptory conditions are a de­ 
gree of beat which will serve to thoroughly 
cook the corn, to destroy all the germs of fer­ 
ments which may be present in it or in the 
cans, and to expel every particle of air from 
the can aud iIs contents. 
A simple boiling 
heat is not sufficient for all this,’unless it is 
kept up for a long time, several hours, in fact. 
The method of preparation is as follows: The 
ears are first put int© boiling water and boiled 
for at least live minutes. 
This thoroughly 
sets and solidifies the “ milk” of the com. 
The corn is then shaved from the cob, and the 
cob is scraped to tako off the germs of the 
grain, in which much of the sweetness exists. 
The corn is then put into the cans and the 
covers are soldered down; a small pinhole is 
made in the cover for the temporary purpose 
of the cooking. 
The cans are then boiled for 
four or five hours until the requisite purposes 
of the long boiling are effected. In the canning 
factories tho cans are boiled in a solution of 
chloride of. lime, which boils at a much higher 
temperature than water, and tho cooking aud 
expulsion of air are completely effected at the 
higher degree of heat iii thirty minutes. 
The 
cans are taken from the boiler and wiped dry, 
and a drop of solder is quickly fixed upon the 
pinhole and closes it. 
If all is done well, the 
corn will keep good for years. 
Evaporating 
sweet corn is a much easier process than can­ 
ning, and will probably supersede it to a large 
extent. It is performed iii tho so-called evap­ 
orating machines, some of which are made so 
small as to he conveniently operated in a 
kitchen of moderate size, while the larger ones 
need only a shed over them. 
The com is first 
boiled and then removed trom the cob as above 
described. 
It is t bt ii placed upon Hie wire- 
gauze trays and exposed to the currents of 
heated air which pass through the machines 
and by which the moisture of the corn is 
quickly removed. 
As one tray is filled it is 
passed onward aud another is filled, aud so on 
until the first tray is brought to the uppermost 
part of the machine, when the time occupied 
in the passage has been sufficient to dry the 
corn thoroughly. 
It is now quite brittle and 
hard, but in cooing becomes softer and appa­ 
rently moist against, although it is still quite 
dry. 
Care is to he taken 


NOT TO SCORCH THE CORN 
or injur© its natural creamy color. 
The corn 
can then be packed in barrels, boxes or bags 
for sale, and generally retails at eighteen or 
twenty cents a pound, aud often more. 
Evap­ 
orating com and fruits of various kinds will 
furnish an agreeable, light and profitable em­ 
ployment in many a farmer’s family, and the 
possibility of doing this work may very well 
lead to a much larger production. 
The cobs 
and stalks will furnish a large quantity of 
food for cows. 
When the ears have been 
gathered the stalks of sweet corn make the 
very best of fodder. 
It is pot only very sweet 
and nutritious, but as the ears are gathered be­ 
fore maturity, the stalks, if cut at once, a*they 
should he, are in the very hest condition for 
use as fodder. There is some difficulty in cur­ 
ing the stalks. 
But in several years’ experi­ 
ence with them in a rather large way we have 
had no trouble in keeping the fodder in excel­ 
lent condition. 
The great point and need 
is 
to 
thoroughly 
dry 
tile 
stalks 
out 
of doors. 
They should be first well wilt­ 
ed 
aud 
partly 
dried 
upon the ground, 
laid 
down as they are 
cut, 
in 
small 
bundles, welch, when bound afterward, will 
make easily-handled sheaves. 
After twenty- 
four hours or more of exposure the bundles 
may be bound with a straw band or an osier 
stalk, and the sheaves so made set. up iii 
siooks, loosely placed so as to admit the air 
freely amoug them. 
The stool, or small stock 
should be well bound at the top to exclude 
rain, aud left out of doors until completely 
dried and cured. 
The fodder may then he 
safely housed in the barn or under the roof of 
an open shed near the barn, where it can be 
reached conveniently for use. 
Fodder so 
cured is equal to tho best hav, and will be 
eaten with avidity and without waste or loss. 
Of more than seventeen acres grown last sea­ 
son and fed to cows in our dairy the past win­ 
ter there was scarcely a particle tc be found in 
the manure, every fragment except some few 
nieces of some of the coarser butts having 
been consumed. This, of course, is due in a 
great measure to the fact that the fodder was 
finely cut aud wetted, and the meal given 
mixed with it, 
’Hie economy of such a prac­ 
tice and of such a crop so used is too obvious 
to need comment.—[Henry Stewart. 
F l a l i t l a f C o r n I . a t e . 
Ta a late season like this, when work is 
likely to press very hard at times, and when 
the success of a crop depends upon getting it 
in before it is too late, it sometimes becomes 
very convenient to be able to step out of Hie 
beaten track aud steer clear of the ordinary 
farm routine. 
Ordinarily ploughed laud is 
hest fitted for a crop after thoiough pulveriz­ 
ing with a harrow, and tim application of 
manure or fertilizer, well worked in aud dis­ 
tributed through the soil. 
In early spring 
it pays 
to work in 
a field very nicely 
before planting it. 
The more it is worked 
at 
intervals, 
the 
cleaner 
it 
will 
he 
from 
weeds, 
and 
the 
tetter fitted the 
soil will be for the reception of the seed. 
But wheu the season is late, tile farmer 
behind with his work, arid there is hut a 
limited time left for getting in a crop, it is 
well to know how to “ master the situation.” 
There are doubtless a good many farmers who 
would like to put in one more field of corn, 
either to ripen for grain or to cut green for the 
cattle, and, if everything were ready, it would 
not he too late now; hut the ground is not 
ploughed, the manure is not hauled and 
spread, the harrowing will take time, and so 
it may seem doubtful if it will he worth while 
to make the attern ut. 
There is a way to put 
in corn even at this late date, and with reason­ 
able hope of securing a crop; but it will not 
do to go through all the usual routine of or­ 
dinary preparation. 
The planting must be 
done at once, and the preparation, some of it 
at least, afterwards. 
There are fields of rye 
grown for feeding green which are still stand­ 
ing or are but recently cut. 
Had the seasou 
been an average one, 


THE RYE WOULD HAVE BEF.N OUT OF THE WAY 
and the corn perhaps growing at this time. 
But the season has not been an average one. 
Now what shall we do? 
Begin on one side 
of the* field as soon as the rve is off, and 
plough with a swivel plough, being careful to 
set out the work aud turn the first lurrow 
straight, and the next one and all others 
equally straight, and do all the ploughing just 
as thoroughly us the nature of the land will 
allow. 
A fter turning tho third or fourth fur­ 
row let a man go along and with his heel make 
a hole for a hill of corn exactly where one fur­ 
row laps against the otbef, being careful to 
pet the seed about three inches below the sur­ 
face. 
Follow the furrows aud drop the seed 
the whole length of the field in the same way, 
then cover with a hoe. 
By this time the 
ploughing will have progressed so that another 
row may he planted. 
If the plough turns a 
furrow from twelve to fourteen inches wide, 
the corn may be dropped at the edge of each 
third furrow, and give ample room for the cul­ 
tivator to pass between. 
If much le*s than a 
toot, every fourth furrow would bs better. 
Clo 
on in this way till the field is finished. 
Toe 
, last row may he planted as soou as the plough­ 


man has finished his work. 
If great haste is 
required the corn may be soaked a day or two 
before planting, which will hasten its coming 
up. 
As soon as the planting is dene, or before 
the corn comes up, go over the field and drop 
a little fertilizer directly over the hills, and if 
the laud needs it sow adressing broadcast over 
the whole surface. 
The after-cultivation will 
work it in so that nothing will he lost. 
We 
have practised this method with the best of 
results, and intend to repeat it this season. 
It 
saves considerable work and admits of several 
days’ earlier planting ihan if the ground were 
harrowed, manured and furrowed out before 
putting*in the seed. 
The good looks of the 
field will depend very much upon how straight 
the ploughman keeps 
his 
furrows.—[New 
England Farmer.

C L O V E R R A V . 


A R e p ly t o B 
p . L a w e i, b y l l . S tew a r t. 
If there is a weak point in our hay making 
it is in regard to our treatment of clover hay, 
and it must be confessed that the English 
farmers beat us altogether in this respect. 
In 
America clover hay is in great disrepute, for 
the reason that it is injurious to horses, and a 
horseman will never use it, choosing rather to 
feed straw, on account of its tendency to pro­ 
voke bronchial disorder generally known as 
heaves, or severe irritation, which 
produces 
violent coughing, this being caused by the 
dust from the dry, powdered leaves and blos­ 
soms aud seed capsules. 
The English clover 
hay is freo from this objection, which is not 
due, as Dr. Lawes suggests, to any difference 
in the quality of the dover grown here as com­ 
pared with that grown in England, but is 
caused wholly by the manner of curing the 
hay. 
Some years ago a quantity of the hest of 
American 
hay 
was 
exported 
to 
Eng­ 
land 
in 
the 
hope 
of 
finding a mar­ 
ket 
for it. 
It was timothy grown in 
Maine, and the Maine timothy is not sur­ 
passed by that of any other State. 
But the 
English people rejected it on account of its 
green color, and its harsh, wiry character. 
Now, a green color is here considered a very 
desirable feature in hay, r ad we are continu­ 
ally reading of how the “sweet, bright-green, 
dried grass” should be so highly estimated for 
its feeding value. 
I have long contended that 
this is a mistake, and I know it is from my 
own practice for years past in making and 
feeding hay, and yet we can never hope to 
approach very near to the English hay in re­ 
gard to its feeding quality, because this is 
developed in its pecuBar method of curing, 
which is indispensable in the English rainy 
and comparatively sunless climate, as our dif­ 
ferent method is made necessary tty our hot, 
sunny and rainless climate in our hay-making 
season. 
It is rare here to have our hay wetted 
In the making as for the English to have 
theirs baked and dried by a scorching sun 
which often lays the farmer low by sunstroke 
unless precautions are taken. 
If our hay was 
exposed to the suu and air for two or three 
days, clover would lie entirely rained, the 
leaves and heads would bo reduced to powder 
and ttie stalks would he like wire. 
I have cut 
bay from 9 to l l in the morning, and 
HAD IT DRV ENOUGH TO GO INTO COCK 
by 4 in the afternoon. And it is this system of 
making hay which I would like to see general 
here, for it would greatly improve the quality 
of it. and remove the serious objection from it 
which now so seriously reduces its value in the 
market, as lias been pointed (out by Dr. Lawes. 
We are under obligation to Dr. Lawes for his 
very suggestive communication, and it is to 
be hoped our farmers wiil profit by it, for the 
loss of value iu the market is a very small 
portion of tho damage incurred, a much 
greater loss being suffered in the feeding value 
by the deterioration. 
I do not believe any 
American 
farmer 
has 
ever 
been 
able 
to 
bring 
himself 
to 
believe 
in 
the 
manurial 
value 
of 
clover 
hay 
that 
is 
assigned to it bv foreign chemists and ex­ 
perimenters, although many have been some­ 
what staggered in their disbelief by the con­ 
fidence we place in any statement made by 
Dr. Lawes, and simply because of the very 
great difference in the values of the two kinds 
of hav. 
As a rule I have noticed that the 
actual market values of fodders and food are 
based pretty accurately upon their intrinsic 
feeding values. The feeding value, too, bears 
a pretty constant ratio with Hie manurial 
value. 
If, then, English clover hay is worth 
327 per ton and its manurial value is about 
313, or nearly 50 percent, of its feeding value, 
aud American clover hay is worth 311 a too, 
we are certainly justified iu our doubt about 
its manurial value, and the paradox which has 
long staggered us—viz., that the manurial 
value of clover hay is higher than its money 
and feeding value—is easily explained away 
and accounted for. 
Now, 
THIS PROCESS OF CURING IN THE COCK, 
whicti I have seen practiced in England, is 
a very important element in securing all the 
valuable constituents of clover, aud as I am 
convinced, In actually adding to them by 
changing some of the indigestible matter in 
tile clover—viz., the woody fibre—into more 
nutritious substances. 
And ou this point 
an expression of opinion from Dr. Eawes 
would be very interesting and valuable to 
American farmers, and the special point is 
this: At our haying seasou tile temperature 
ranges from 80 to 90 degrees and sometimes 
uear to IOO in the shade, and the direct sun’s 
heat will frequently reach 120 degrees. 
The 
dew ou the herbage will generally all he off 
by 8 o’clock, aud quite often there will be no 
dew, but evaporation will be quite active all 
night. The clover will be free from all out­ 
side moisture then, when it is cut. 
If it lies 
twenty-four to thirty hours exposed to the 
sun and is turned bv a tedder or by rakes and 
still further dried and is then raked up into 
loose windrows, where it stays perhaps twenty- 
four or thirty hours before it is taken to tho 
barn, aud is then so dry that it rarely heats 
under pressure, hut will break and crack and 
loose it3 leaves when trampled on, what is tho 
condition of such hay as regards its nutritive 
value? And again, if after six hours’ exposure 
to tile air and sun, by which it is wilted and 
partly dried, the clover is raked and put into 
cocks of 250 or 300 pounds and 
THERE UNDERGOES FERMENTATION 
and moderate iieating tor two or three days, 
aud is then taken to the barn, being aired and 
cooled in tile process, aud in the barn again 
heats and ferments to a moderate extent, but 
never so as to produce vapor, what would be 
the value of hayso made, and is this method 
better than tho other? I have made hay aud 
cured rye, oats, pease and millet fodder ip this 
manner for some years past, using hay caps 
when rain threatened to fall, and I ara sum 
the hay is better for feeding; that is, the cows 
oat it with more avidity, and milk better on it 
than on the ordinary hay which I sometimes 
purchase for surplus stock. 
Further, I can 
feed clover so cured to horses without produc­ 
ing any coughing or bronchial disturbance. 
Clover hay is worth more to me than timothy for 
dairy cows; in fact, its value for milk and 
butter is quite double that of timothy, than 
which I would rather feed the common grass 
and sedge from cay undruined meadow. Our 
clover is the same as that grown in England 
no doubt, because we export a good deal of 
clover seed to that country. We have a coarse 
variety known 
as 
mammoth or 
pea-viue 
clover, but this is rarely grown excepting for 
green soiling or for ploughing under, and I be­ 
lieve this same large variety is grown in Eng­ 
land; but our common red clover is the samo 
as that of England, differing, perhaps, some­ 
what in size of the stalk because af the com­ 
parative thinness and lightness of the crop 
here aud its thickness and weight in England. 
Finally, I would suggest in reply to Dr. 
Lawes’ query, that the difference in the esti­ 
mated values is due to the different methods of 
curing or to the peculiarities of climate.—[Ru­ 
ral New Yorker.

Does the modern dress of women meet all the 
demands of com fort and health, and at the same 
time comply with the laws of beauty and grace? 
is a question th a t is very frequently asked by 
those who seek to combine beauty and use in all 
possible ways, and who desire th a t our wearing 
apparel should be at all times expressive of the 
beauty of fitness. 
In many ways It may be as 
beautiful 
as any style 
of 
dress th a t 
has 
heretofore 
oeen in 
use, 
may 
heighten 
feminine 
charm s and 
be 
as 
charm ing 
in itself as 
any early 
English 
or 
fifteenth 
century gowns. 
Indeed, the opinion has often 
been expressed th a t a lady’s modern evening dress, 
when not overloaded with ornam entation, In Its 
graceful outline and long, flowing lines, is the 
highest development of artistic beauty in dress 
t h a t the years have yet given. That it Is beauti­ 
ful there is no denying, but it is also equally ap­ 
parent th at the idea of the evening areas can not 
be carried out in the dress of any other occasion. 
The home dress, the dress of the professional or 
business woman, calls strenuously for other ideas 
in its designing, is 
perem ptory in 
its de­ 
mands for the beauty of fitness. 
R at what 
of 
the 
style 
of 
dress 
in 
which 
the 
m oaern 
woman 
clothes 
herself 
when 
she 
presides as household queen, or betakes herself to 
the walks of trade, or enters the domain of any of 
the professions? Verily, it is found wanting. 
Does it not impede locomotion and lend itself to 
be the sport of the winds, and toy with tho dam p­ 
ness of the streets, and allow muddy status to soil 
its surface? Does it not drag downward her 
strength and energy? Does it not demand her 
constant thought and untiring care? and does it 
not revenge the least relaxation of watchfulness by 
a sudden aud unexpected ripping of braid or seam? 
And when sue is most certain th a t everything 
about it is all right, that she may trip hurriedly 
through the street without a fear th a t it brushes 
tho pavement, a glance in a darkened window 
suddenly reveals to her the horrifying fact that 
the skirt has settled and sagged, despite buttons 
and skirt-supuorters, until with every step It 
meets the sidewalk, or that in some unaccount­ 
able way it has twisted itself awry, or the draping 
bas corno out. Of all these and a thousand other 
iniquities is it guilty, 
b u t what shall be the 
remedy? 
Plainly, women are in need of a new style of 
dross, one th at will combine grace and beauty 
with utility aud comfort; but, as yet, it cometh 
not. 
Englishwomen have been greatly exercised over 
the agitation concerning the “ divided s k irt” 
which bas been so ardently championed in that 
country by Lady Habberton. 
It may be possible 
th at in this innovation will be found deliverance 
for women wtio work, whether with hands or 
brain, from the inconveniences, tho nnhealtliful- 
ness, tho frequent uncomeiiness of the present 
style of dress. 
The divided skirt has not yet made its appear­ 
ance in this country, but In England It bas an 
able champion iu Lady Habberton. 
How far she 
lias succeeded in converting ber countrywomen 
to its use we cannot say. The Magazine of A rt 
for July contains an "article on “ Fashion and 
Fitness,” iii which occurs m e following descrip­ 
tion of this suit: “ Itschief feature is Hie divided 
skirt, wnicb, its advocates say, does away with 
the inconveniences attached to heavy drapery 
and 
to 
dresses 
winch 
prevent 
the 
leg 
from 
moving 
freely. 
Moreover, 
by 
its 
means each 
limb is separately clothed, and 
w arm th and decency are alike secured. 
In order 
not to offend popular prejudice the skirt is so 
arranged and dissembled by the kilting round its 
edge as to be scarcely distinguishable from an 
ordinary dress. 
The lady who was the first in 
society to wear this form of skirt speaks very 
highly of lr. and 
adds that, hygienically, its 
value is doubled by the fact th a t it does not rest 
on the waist for support, but is fastened by but­ 
tons ow to a waistcoat fitted to the shoulders.” 
At the exhibition of hygienic garm ents given 
last winter In London, there were shown tennis 
and boating dresses made in this fashion, and the 
writer of the article already alluded to thinks it 
very probable that modifications of it will become 
popular for ont-door exercise. The article con­ 
tains also illustrations of the skirt which impress 
one favorably concerning it. The bottom of the 
skirt has one or two rows of pleatings so lull th at 
it Is almost impossible to detect any difference 
between this and Hie common skirt. The overskirt 
roaches to tho top of these pleatings and is 
prettily draped, and the waist can be made 
In a variety of ways. 
Altogether tho suit shows 
nothing th at would shock the sensibilities of any 
or seem to outrage the proprieties in the least. 
It is dainty, pretty and graceful, and looks as if 
It m ight be tho perfection of comfort. 
The skirt 
is about tile length of a common walking skirt, 
but because of the narrowness or each part there 
would be no danger of its touching the ground, 
and one migbt walk the m uddiest street without 
fear of bedraggled skirt and damp ankles. 
There 
would be no need of tboso nervous clutches a 
woman is wont to give ber dress as she chooses 
ber way across a muddy crossing. 
The Bazaar does not believe id grotesque!ies in 
costum es, in chauges so sudden and violent th a t, 
however good they may lie, will a ttra c t none 
and tie followed bv none except the few whose 
carelessness of public opinion am ounts to brazen 
audacity; it does not believe in a wom an’s affect­ 
ing m asculinity In air or attire. It thinks th at the 
enlarged opportunities of 
the women of the 
present and all the w onderland of possibilities 
th a t lies before them m ake it all the m ore in­ 
cum bent upon them th at they preserve th eir 
womanly grace and dignity, th a t they do nothing 
which will call down upon th eir sex deserved 
ridicule or m erited re p ro a c h th a t they keep in­ 
ta c t the sw eetness and light, the gn.ee and 
beauty w ith which wom anhood blesses the world. 
And therefore it would cham pion no change in 
a ttire th a t did no t in itself givo proof of its 
beneficiality 
and 
at 
tho 
sam e tim e disarm 
criticism by its qualities of fitness and essential 
w om anliness. From th e descriptions and illu stra­ 
tions or the divided sk irt it seems to com bine 
those qualities m ost needed in the dress of an 
active wom an w ith m odesty, appropriateness aud 
beauty. 
B a t h i n g Knit*. 
The bathing suits with abort sleeves aud trou­ 
pers loose at the ankles worn by Europeans are 
fast coming into favor here, especially for ladies 
who have become expert swimmers. These suits 
are now to be found at the leading furnishing 
houses and cost from Sh to 312. 
The princesse 
shape is best liked for these, as it combines the 
blouse and trousers in one piece, and the skirt 
th at drapes and conceals the figure is attached 
to the belt by buttons. 
The waist may he plainly 
tucked 
or box-pleated 
from 
the 
shoulders 
to the belt; but a better planes to have a smooth 
yoke covering the shoulders, and to tins add ful­ 
ness either by pleats or gathers th at extend to 
the belt. The ample trousers are sewed to this 
belt also, are buttoned in front, Instead of open­ 
ing on the sides, as thoy do when made separate 
from the waist, aud are straight and loose at the 
ankles, Instead of being gathered to a band like 
Turkish trousers. The straight skirt reaches to 
the knees, ana is pleated to a belt In which are 
button-noles corresponding to the buttons on the 
waist belt. 
A woollen sash with fringed ends is 
tied around the waist, to give a jaunty air, and 
the costume is as pretty as It is possible fur such 
a suit to be. Serge th a t is wiry ana woven in large 
diagonal lines is used for im poited suits, but tho 
preference here is for all-wool flannel, either 
twilled or plain, and of the sleazilv-woven quali­ 
ties, aa these do not nota water. 
This is made up 
in navy bine. with paler bino, red or white braids. 
or bias 
bands of 
flannel, 
for trimming. 
A 
pleating of the red on blue forms a trill at the 
neck and wrists, or tbero is a deep turued-over 
sailor collar and square cuffs of the gay trim ­ 
ming. with a wide band of it around the ankles; 
a sash of woven red wool, with tasselled ends, 
like those of military sashes, is then worn around 
the waist. 
W hite sleazy serge, with many rows of 
dark-hlue braid, is a favorite bathing costume for 
young ladies. 
The gay woollens, with bandker- 
cbiel borders, worn last year for dresses, are also 
made up in such costumes. 
Black and white 
plaid cotton poplin makes durable and inexpen­ 
sive drosses th a t have the m erit of not being con­ 
spicuous. 
H o u s e Marques. 
Polka-dotted foulard is used for house sacques 
th at are som ething more than dressing sacques, 
inasm uch as they are used for breakfast, and, in­ 
deed, are worn in the house for the greater part 
©f the day. These are of dark blue, red, or black, 
with fine white dots of two or three sizes, or of 
cream or lemon color, or pale blue grounds with 
black or darker blue spots. 
They are made with 
smoothly titled basque back and lull trouts that 
are 
confined 
at 
the waist line 
by 
ribbon 
strings sewed 
in 
the under-arm seams, or 
they are tucked or box-pleated hunting jackets 
th at are belted all around. They are pretty worn 
with skirts of white muslin, or of black silk or 
f;rcnadine. 
Frills and a jabot of creamy white 
ace are used for the trimming, or there is a 
Byron collar and straight cuffs of Irish point em­ 
broidery. 
The 
ecru 
open batiste embroidery 
trims black foulard or plain 
Surah sacques. 
White 
muslin 
sacques 
are 
similarly made 
of lawn, or of the wide 
polka-dotted bands 
of embroidery th a t have scalloped edges; these 
scallops are made to meet lengthwise down the 
back and front, and the corners have a bias seam 
that shapes the garm ent over the hips and keeps 
the scalloped edge Intact all around it. 
AI ii si I it R o u n d H a t s . 
Shirred round hats are made ot the polka-dotted 
white and ecru muslins th a t are so popular for 
neckerchiefs. 
The crowu and brim are formed of 
many small puffs th at arc drawn together on rat­ 
tans, and the trim m ing Is a handkerchief or fichu 
with embroidered dots and scalloped edges ar­ 
ranged around the crown, with the square ends 
Unotted> in an Alsatian bow In front. 
Those of 
ecru mull with brown, red or blue dots and scal­ 


lops are liked, as they retain their look of fresh­ 
ness longer than the pure white ones. 
The departm ent of a rt in adornm ent in Our 
C ontinent discourses as follows concerning 
S i y l M f o r S t o a t W o m e n . 
“The best model fer a cashmere or cloth dress 
for a stout woman is, as already said, the kilt 
dress. For this the sk irt Is cut with a yoke,extend­ 
ing over the hips and fitting perfectly smooth. 
To this yoke the pleated skirt is sewed on the 
edge, and over the join is laid a flat-pleated scarf, 
kept in place by stitches under the folds. The 
back drapery is In straight, loose puffs, and the 
waist is either a Louis XV. coat, with long 
tails at the back, or a skirted jacket with flaps on 
the hips. 
The most disastrous mistake a stout 
woman can make is to lace herself tightly, in the 
hope of making herself smaller.

H o w t a C o o k R i c e . 
Rice is becoming a much more popular article 
of food than heretofore. 
It Is frequently s u b s ti­ 
tuted for potatoes at the chief meal of th e day, 
being more nutritious and much more readily 
digested. 
At its present cost It Is relatively 
cneaper than potatoes, oatmeal or grain grits of 
any kind. 
In prenaring it. only just enough cold 
water should be poured on to" prevent the rice 
from burning a t the bottom of the pot, which 
should have a close-fitting cover, and with a 
moderate fire the rice is steamed rather than 
boiled until it is nearly done; then the cover Is 
taken off, the surplus steam and moisture allowed 
tot escape, and the rice turned out a mass of 
snow-wlilte kernels, eaoh separate trom the other, 
aud at much superior to the usual soggy mass as 
a fine mealy potato is to tue water-soaked article. 
The above facts are of general Interest to the 
“ poor aud prudent,” and therefore w orthy of 
note. 
S m a ll M o n a d C a k e * . 
Beat to a cream one pound of b u tter and one 
pound of pulverized sugar, and mix in six yolks 
of beaten eggs. 
Then add one pound of sifted 
flour, puttin g in half of ic, then the whites of 
the eggs, and the rem ainder of tho flour. 
Season 
with a teaspoonful of powdered mace, and add 
one-half pound of almonds, blanched by tu rn in g 
bolling w ater over them till the skins will rub 
off. 
Blanch another half-pound 
of almonds. 
But th e cake into small scolloped tins, or heart- 
shaped tins, and stew over the top of each cake 
halves of tho blanched almonds, and sift white 
sugar over them. 
Bake in a moderately heated 
oven for twenty minutes. 
I l n - d - M o n e y C a k e . 
Gold part—Take two cups of sugar, a scant cup 
of butter, and work together to a cream, then add 
the yolks of eight eggs, four cups of flour and 
one tablespoonful of corn starch, one cup of sour 
milk, with a teaspoonful of soda in it, added the 
last thing, except the flavor, which may be lemon 
and vanilla. Sliver Dart—Take two cups of sugar 
and one of butter, four cups of flour and one 
tablespoonful of corn starch, the whites of eight 
eggs, one cup of sour milk, a teaspoonful of sods, 
flavor with almond or peach; put in the baking 
pan alternately ©no spoonful of gold and one of 
silver. 
O r a n g e a n d A p p l e P i e . 
Cover a tin pie-plate with puff pastry, and place 
a layer of sliced oranges, with the pips removed, 
on it, and scatter sugar over them. 
Then p u t a 
layer of sliced apples, with sugar, and cover with 
slices of oranges and sugar. 
P u t an upper crust 
of nice pastry over the pie, and bake it for half 
an hour, or until the apples are perfectly soft. 
Take tho pie from the tin plate while it is warm, 
put into a china plate, and scatter sugar over the 
top. 
R h u b a r b V i n e g a r . 
Now th a t rhubarb or pie plant is getting past 
its first freshness is a good time to make vinegar 
of some of the best of it. Crush wifh a pestle 
thirtv-six stalks of the usual size, put in a keg, add 
fifteen gallons of solt water, let its ta n d a day and 
add, after straining twenty pounds of common 
brown sugar and a pint of brewer’s yeast; let it 
stand a m onth where the tem perature will not 
fall below OO0, and you will, when strained, have 
good white vinegar. 


C h e r r y P i e . 
Line a pie-tin with rich crust; nearly fill with 
the earefully-seedsd fruit, sweeten to taste, and 
sprinkle evenly with a teaspoonful of corn starch, 
or tablespoonful of flour: add a tablespoonful of 
butter cut into small nits and scatter over the 
ton; wet the edges of the erust, put on upper 
crust, and press the odges closely together, ta k ­ 
ing care to provide holes in the centre for the 
escape of the air. 
Hies from blackberries, rasp­ 
berries, etc., are all made in the same way, reg u ­ 
lating the quantity of sugar by the tartness of 
the fruit. 
O r a n g e S o u f f l e . 
Peel and slice six oranges, put in a glass dish a 
laver ol oranges, then one of sugar, and so on 
until all the oranges are used, and let stan d two 
hours; make a soft-boiled custard of yolks of 
three eggs, a pint «t milk, sugar to taste, with 
grating of orauge peel for flavor, and pour over 
the oranges when cool enougU not to break the 
dish. 
Beat the white of the egg to a stiff froth, 
sweeten to taste and pour over the top. 
Serve 
very cold. 
C u s t a r d . 
Plain boiled custard: To one quart of milk add 
four well-beaten eggs: sugar to taste; flavor with 
lemon or vanilla. 
P u t it in a small pan and set 
this in a larger one with hot water in. 
Cook 
until it tntckens. 
la k e a little out on a saucer, 
let it cool, aDd you can judge from th a t how long 
to keep it in the hot water. If left in the pan until 
it cools, it will thicken some even after it is taken 
out of the water. 


F r ie d B r e a d P u d d in g . 
C ut cold bread pu d an g in small slices half an 
inch thick; dip them first in powdered crackers 
or cracker dust, then in beaten egg, aud again iii 
cracker dust, and fry them light brown in suffi­ 
cient smoking bot fa t to float them; when they 
are fried take them out of the fat with a skimmer; 
lay them on brown paper for a m om ent to free 
them from fat, and serve them bot, dusted with 
powdered sugar. 
R a s p b e r r y l e e . 
With a pound of raspberries m ix eight ounces 
of sugar, the juice of two lemons, and a q u art cf 
cream of new milk; rub the whole through a ta- 
iiiis or hair sieve, put in the freezer and stir until 
frozen. 
Let the cream remain in the ice till it is 
w anted to servo. 
Strawberries or currants may 
be used instead of raspberries, or currants and 
raspberries mixed. 
T r i p e a l a B o r d e l a i s e . 
Cut two poumis of tripe into strips the length 
and width of a finger. 
P ut two tablespoonfuls of 
butler into a hot saucepan, with naif an onion 
chopped fine, and a tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley. 
When the bu tter is piping bot turn in 
the tripe, and cook until brown, seasoning it with 
salt and pepper to taste. 
L r a o n M i n c e P i e s . 
Chop three large apples with four ounces of 
beef suet, squeeze the juice from a lemon and 
boil the lemon itll soft; then mash it tine and 
add the apples; put In half a pound of currants, 
four ounces of white sugar and one ounce of can­ 
died orange and citron; line plates with nice puff 
paste, fill with meat, cover with paste and bake. 
P o t a t o S a la d . 
One q u art of hot boiled potatoes cut into slices, 
a small jmion and an apple finely chopped, pepper 
and salt to taste, one tablespoonful of vinegar, 
three tablespoonfuls of olive oil, some chopped 
parsley. 
Mix these ingredients well together,and 
when perfectly cold serve upon a bed of fresh 
crisp lettuce with a F rench dressing. 
B a n a n a P i e . 
Slice raw bananas, add butter, sugar, allspice 
and vinegar, or boiled cider, or diluted jelly; bake 
with two cruets. 
In the South they use cold 
boiled sweet potatoes in this way, aud regard the 
pie as choice. 
S lic e d P i n e a p p l e . 
If you cut pineapple in thin slices and scatter 
sugar over it the day before you serve it, you need 
not add any water to make the liquor. 
Keep it in 
a cola p l a c e .

Among tbe children of tho indian tribes, 
who brave in open tents the terrible winters of 
the Hudson Bay territory, bronchitis, croup and 
diphtheria are wholly unknow n: and w hat we call 
“ taking cold” m ight often be more correct!? 
described as taking hot, Glowing stoves, and 
e v en 'open fires, iii a night nursery greatly aggra­ 
vate the pernicious effects of an Impure atmos­ 
phere. 
The first paroxysm of croup can be 
promptly relieved by very simple remedies— 
fresh air and a rapid backward and forward 
movement of the arms, combined in urgent cases 
with the application of a fiesh-brush or piece 
or flannel to the neck and upperjpart of tbe cnest, 
Paregoric and poppy syrup stop the cough by 
letliarglzlng the irritability and thus preventing 
the discharge of phlegm, till its accumulation 
produces a second and far 
more 
dangerous 
paroxysm. These second attacks of croup—after 
tbe adm inistration of palliatives—are generally 
the fatal ones. 
W hen the child is convalescing 
let him beware of stim ulating food and over­ 
heated rooms. 
Do not give aperient medicines; 
costiveness, as an afcer-offect of pleuritic affec­ 
tions, will soon yeld to fresh air aud a vegetable 
diet. 
B e a r ! D l t r n i e N o t No F a t a l . 
When an individual is reported to have died of 
disease of tho beart we are in the habit of re. 
g a r d i n g i t a s an inevitable event, as som ething 
which could not have been forseen or prevented, 
aud it is too m uch the habit, when persons sud­ 
denly fall down dead, to report the heart as the 
cause; this silences all Inquiry and investigation, 
and saves the trouble of a post-mortem. 
A true 
report would have a tendency to save manv lives. 
It is 
through

heart 
th a t 
m any 
an 
opium- 
eater 
is 
led 
off 
into 
tao 
grave 
th at 
covers a t once his folly and his crime; the brandy 
drinker, too, quietly slides around the corner 
thus, and is heard of no more; in short, this re­ 
port of disease of the heart is the mantle ot char­ 
ity which the polite coroner and sym pathetic 
physician throw around the graves of generous 
people. A t a scientific congress at S trasburg it 
was reported th at of sixty-six persons who had 
suddenly 
died, 
an 
immediate 
and faithful 
post-mortem 
showed th a t oniy two 
persons 
had 
any heart affection 
whatever—one sud­ 
den 
death 
only 
in thirty-three 
from 
dis­ 
ease or the beart. 
Nine out of sixty die of 
apoplexy—one out of every seven—while forty- 
six, more than two out of three, died of lung affec­ 
tion, half of them from congestion of tbe lungs, 
—th a t is, the lungs were so full of blood th a t they 
could not work. There was not room enough for 
air to get In to support lite. 
It is, then, of prac­ 
tical interest to know some of the causes of con­ 
gestion of the lungs. These are, cold feet, tig h t 
shoes, light clothing, costive bowels, sitting still 
until chilled through after having warmed up by 
hard labor or a long, hasty walk. 
W h i t l o w * . 
W hitlows are among tbe most painful ailments 
to which we are liable. 
Most of the suffering, 
however, could be avoided if they were properly 
treated aud attended to a t once. There are three 
kinds of whitlows. 
The least troublesome is an 
inflammation of the skin on some p a rt of tho 
finger, generally due to an animal poison absorbed 
in some slight scratch or abrasion. 
Cooks and 
poultrv-dealers are specially subject to it. from 
the handling of “ high” game. 
There is not much 
swelling, but the inflammation tends to spread 
up the finger ann tbe hand. 
It is readily checked 
by applying to it, and a little beyond the reddened 
part, a pretty strong solution of nitrate of silver. 
The second kind of whitlow usually appears about 
the nail or tbe Hp of the linger, and is due to some 
slight, perhaps unnoticed, injury. 
Pus forms 
rapidly under the skin, and there is a severe, 
throbbing pain. 
This can be at once and easily 
relieved by opening the skin above it. 
If--as is 
sometimes the case—it is under the nail, the pus 
may be reached and let out by carefully cutting 
away the edge of the nail; or," if it is "near the 
root’s, by paring down the nail with a s h am knife. 
Tbe third kind—generally called a felon—is an 
inflammation and suppuration'beneath tbe mem­ 
brane (periosteum) th at covers the bone. 
It is 
usually on the last, spongy joint of the finger, 
lf 
left to itself the pus will work to the surface, but 
the process is very slow and painful, and results 
in destroying the terminal bone. Treating it with 
“ soap and sugar” and poultices is worse than 
useless. 
Have a physician open it to the bone— 
tbe earlier the better, both in relieving the pain 
and saving the joint. 


C a re* f o r B a l d n e s s . 
The Chemist’s Journal says: Dr. Xavier Ten­ 
derer of Athens has again been so obliging as 
as to send us some notes from the cradle of phar­ 
macy. 
Numberless remedies 
for baldness 
of 
French, English, German aud American origin 
stock our markets, but none, according to Dr. 
Landercr, equal in efficiency the following, which 
ho has used and prescribed for many years. 
Pre­ 
pare a tincture oi tbe cups of tile Quercus aegilops, 
which are known in commerce as valonia, and 
digest with it powdered cloves aud cinnamon. 
Mako a tincture by digesting the leaves of tbe 
Laurus apollonis in acid wine, and mix the two 
together. 
Before applying this remedy the skin 
of the beau should be well washed with a decoc­ 
tion of sapouaria root (Saponaria levanticai, to 
cure auy exanthem a pltli.vriatis which may be 
present. 
Instead of pom atum or hair-oil, laurel 
oil should be used, this being the usual bair-oil 
In vogue among the ladies ol the Easr. 
Dr. Lau- 
derer calls this remedy for baldness alexitnchon, 
or hair preserver. 


V l a e t a r f o r t h e N ick R o o m . 
There is a French legend connected with the 
preparation called Vinaigr* a quatre Velours. 
D uring the plague at Marseilles a band of robbers 
plundered the dying and the dead w ithout injury 
to themselves. They were imprisoned, tried and 
condem ned to die, but were pardoned on condition 
of disclosing the secret whereby they could 
ransack 
houses 
infected 
with 
the 
terri­ 
ble 
scourge. 
They 
gave 
the 
following 
recipe, which makes a delicious and refreshing 
wash for the sick-room: Take of rosemary, worm­ 
wood, lavender, rue, sage and mint, a large hand­ 
ful or eaoh. 
Place Id a stone ja r and turn over it 
one gallon of strong eider vinegar, cover closely 
and keep near the fire for four days, then strain 
and add one ounce of powdered cam phor gum. 
Bottle aud keep it tightly corked. 
It is very 
aromatic, cooling and refreshing la th e sick­ 
room, aud is of great value to nurses. 


S w e e t - F l » e C a n d y . 
A good, digestive candy for children and dys­ 
peptics is made from the roots of the sweet-flag 
by washing and slicing them fine, then placing 
them in a pan with enougU cold water to cover 
theni, and" slowly heating it over a stove or fire 
until the water boils. 
If tbe candy is to be used 
rather as a sweetmeat than a medicine, tbe roots 
should ne treated four or five times in this way, 
each time pouring off the water. To cacti two 
cupfuls of tbe boiled roots add a cupful and a 
half of white sugar, then water sufficient, to cover 
them, and allow tho whole to simmer slowly on 
the stove till tbe water has quite bollen away. 
Hie candy Is then to be emptied out on buttered 
plates, aud stirred frequently till dry. 
T a Q u e n c h T h i r s t . 
A feverish th irst th a t cannot be quenched by 
water may be thus allayed: Throw a slice of bread 
upon burning coals, and when It is all aflame 
throw it into a tumbler of water ar.d drink of the 
water. This remedy has been tested aud proven 
good.

sentence could not have been executed ten 
m onths ago.’ 
l f G uiteau had been put to 
death ‘ten m onths ago’ he would have been 
executed before the death of his victim . These 
little liberties with tim e are Dot so safe in 
capital cases as in cases concerning the lands 
of the N orthern Pacific railw ay.”

W hile labor is in revolt against high tax­ 
ation and starvation prices, there is a sort of 
grim hum or in the action of Congress by which 
the lax on bank checks aud deposits and 
patent m edicines is reduced. 
The Republi­ 
can party goes on the stum p year after year to 
preach protection for A m erican labor, but 
wln^n A m erican labor needs, not protection,but 
the m eans of subsistence 
the party ignores 
its dem ands and protects the m en who fill 
its cam paign coffers out of the surplus earnings 
of labor. 
The w orkingm an may buy bis 
soothing syrup cheaper than before; he may 
be assured th at bis em ployer can draw a check 
for his pay-roll at less cost than before, but 
the price of clothing, m eat, tools, house rent 
and other necessaries will rem ain the same 
until 
the tariff commission reports, 
which 
will be som etim e about the ides of November.

O ur C ontinent does not join in the H arvard 
yell of approbation of M inister Lowell’s con­ 
duct abroad.

to assist the G ladstone governm ent in securing 
smooth sailing for its policy. 
The question 
presented him was a sim ple one: Does it com­ 
port with the dignity of our governm ent to 
perm it its citizens to be seized and held in 
prison on suspicion only and w ithout crim inal 
charges? 
A n 
A m erican 
citizen 
resident 
abroad is subject to the Jaw of the laud in 
which he dwells, and if he transgress it our 
governm ent has no right or interest to inter­ 
fere to prevent bis suffering the penalty. 
But 
we have laid it down as a principle of our 
national life th at specific charges and speedy 
trial are inherent rights, and we have a right 
to require th at they be conceded to even the 
m eanest citizen. 
W hether 
the “suspects” 
were guilty or not was no m atter for him to 
consider; but as A m erican citizens they were 
entitled to have th a t rig h t determ ined w ithout 
delay. 
To become a party to their release on 
condition th at they should leave the U nited 
.Kingdom, whether with a free ticket or not, 


was utterly inconsistent with the dignity of 
the nation he represented. 
The country cares 
nothing about the “ suspects” as individuals, 
but only for tho citizenship w ith which they 
are clothed. 
Mr. 
Lowell should have de­ 
manded tho recognition of a right and not the 
granting of a privilege.” 


G I T T K A V ’ S 
E X E C U T I O N . 


The curtain has dropped on the last act in 
the national tragedy, which began on Ju ly 2, 
1881, at the depot of the Baltim ore & Poto­ 
m ac railroad in W ashington, when Charles J . 
Guiteau shot .lam es A. Garfield. 
There is no 
elem ent of revenge or vindictiveness in the 
sense of relief with which tho people of the 
U nited States read today the accounts of 
G uiteau’s execution. 
The country has out­ 
lived this feeling and would calm ly accept a 
verdict of acquittal if the courts and the 
m achinery of the law worked it out. 
Mr. 
G uiteau had a fair and, as far as could be pro­ 
cured under our system of jurisprudence, an 
Im partial trial. 
Ile had the advantage of the 
best expert testim ony in the country to deter­ 
m ine his m ental condition; the widest latitude 
was allowed him during his trial; the re­ 
sources of the legal libraries and depositories 
of the 
world 
were 
drawn 
on 
to avert 
his fate, but in the face of all these things a 
jury of his peers convicted him of deliberate 
m urder, and the highest court in tho land re­ 
fused to set aside the verdict on any pretence 
whatever. 
Mr. G uiteau was sim ply tried as a 
common m urderer; he w auconvicted as a com­ 
mon m urderer and executed as a common 
m urderer. 
L et us hope he will be forgotten 
as a common m urderer. 
The assassin of G ar­ 
field m aintained to tho end his theory of divine 
inspiration. 
H e 
was 
consistent in this, 
w hether he was right or not. 
H a was justified 
also in claim ing th at the R epublican party 
owed him som ething, because there can now 
be no doubt th at had Garfield and B laine re­ 
m ained at the head of the governm ent, there 
would have been by this tim e a fatal sp lit in the 
organization. W e would in all probability have 
a war on our bands over a few guano beds in 
Peru for the benefit of a gang of reckless specu­ 
lators. 
Viewing the assassination from this 
distance, we fail to see wherein it injured the 
country, either in its com m ercial or financial 
standing. 
W e can see benefits th at have been 
reaped from it. 
F or instance, the R epublican party was 
brought face to face w ith a contem plation of 
the terrible evils of office seeking. 
The spoils 
of office and a lavish expenditure of money 
elected Garfield. 
There was little patriotism 
in the cam paign. 
I t was B rady’s “ soap” and 
A rth u r’s influence w ith K elly and his crowd 
in New York that carried the day. 
Alm ost 
every m an who voted for the Republican 
candidates 
without 
pecuniary 
rem unera­ 
tion 
w anted 
some 
office. 
The 
entire 
m achinery of the governm ent was blocked 
for 
three 
months 
by 
the 
ceaseless 
stream 
of applicants, 
and when the 
big 
plum s had been distributed, the disaffected 
and disappointed supporters of the party were 
furious. Some became reckless, others insane. 
Conkling’s resignation aud the bitterness it 
created, intensified the popular excitem ent, 
and G uiteau cam e on the scene. 
G uiteau was an office seeker and failed to 
secure a prize in the grand lottery of the 
spoils. 
H e possessed au ill-balanced m ind 
which was considerably upset by his failure; 
ha was in debt and did not much care w hat 
happened to him . 
H e resolved to shoot G ar­ 
field, to reunite the R epublican party aud take 
his chances for the reward. 
H e announced 
his purpose when he was arrested, aud his pre­ 
diction was fully verified, but the reward was 
a black cap aud a rope a t the U nited States 
jail yesterday aud a sudden jum p into the 
m ysterious hereafter. 
Ou the question w hether Guitoau’s execu­ 
tion was expedient or even ju st the public are 
still som ewhat divided. 
There are thousands 
of honest, patriotic people who will always be­ 
lieve that the m iserable assassin was legally 
m urdered, th at he was offered up as a sacrifice 
to the popular desire for vengeance, and that 
if he had been an ordinary crim inal, if he had 
killed an ordinary citizen, he w ould have been 
sent to an asylum for the insane and kept un­ 
der lock and bolt for the rem ainder of his life. 
B ut the large m ajority of the A m erican people 
are convinced th at he had the full benefit of 
every doubt in his case, th a t he had a fair 
trial, and th at every safeguard which the law 
throws around the m an whose life is ia jeop­ 
ardy was throw n around his. 
They believe 
th at he was fully responsible for his act, 
th at he was conscious of this responsibility, 
and th a t bis execution was called for by every 
consideration of public m orals and public 
safety. I t has too often happened that a m an’s 
chances of escape from punishm ent have been 
increased 
proportionately 
w ith 
the 
con­ 
spicuousness of his victim or the enorm ity of 
his guilt, and it is creditable to the authorities 
who conducted the prosecution, and to the 
judges who were asked to review the proceed­ 
ings, th at they declined to be influenced by 
tho sentim entalism which has too frequently 
entered into cases of sim ilar m agnitude. 
AVe believe that G uiteau was legally respon­ 
sible for his act; we believe that he fully 
realized the consequences to him self and the 
country which were sure to follow from his 
attack on Garfield, should the attack prove 
fatal, aud, believing these things, we believe 
that he was rightly and properly made to ex­ 
piate his heinous offence in the m anner pre­ 
scribed by the law of the land. 


J E N N I E 
C R A M E R S 
D E A T H . 


The acquittal of the two M alley boys and 
B lanche Douglass naturally revives the ques­ 
tion, n o w did Jen n ie C ram er come to her 
death? It has been settled, after an exhaustive 
trial, in which the best legal and m edical 
talent obtainable was employed by the State 
and the defence, th a t W alter and Jam es 
M alley were in no way responsible for the 
tragedy of Savin Rock. 
Those who have 
followed the varying scenes of th at cause 
celebre m ust adm it th at the governm ent had 
no case; th a t the prosecuting officers sim ply 
proved the death of the unfortunate girl, 
leaving the agency com pletely enveloped in 
m ystery. 
There were circum stances enough 
to point to the two young men and their fe­ 
m ale com panion, and to connect them in a 
mole or less direct way w ith her sad fate, but 
there was no evidence either of fact or m otive 
sufficient to convince an intelligent and im ­ 
partial jury of their guilt. 
I t is more than probable th a t Jennie Cram er 
com m itted suicide on the day succeeding her 
visit to the Malley residence. 
She was turned 
out of the house by her m other; she felt her 
degradation and hum iliation keenly, and she 
followed the footsteps of hundreds of other 
girls in a sim ilar fram e of m ind and sm arting 
under sim ilar wrongs, and fled from ills that 
seemed to be unbearable. 
There was no 
m otive th a t could justify her com panions of 
the previous night in killing her. 
There was 
sufficient m otive in her own disordered feel­ 
ings for self-destruction. 
A ud it was on ttiis 
point th at tho verdict hinged. 
B ut apart from the verdict, which we think 
will be generally approved by all careful stu­ 
dents of the testim ony, there is a striking 
m oral in the Cram er case which it would be 
well to heed. 
Je n n ie Cram er was perhaps a 
fair sam ple of the average girl of the period. 
She was bright, attractive, witty and a co­ 
quette. 
She cultivated the dangerous society 
of fast young m en, w hether they cam e from 
the elm -em bowered university or aped the col­ 
lege styles in 
the 
outside 
world. 
Like 
the 
m oth 
she 
recklessly 
flitted 
around 
the 
candle, 
and 
at last 
got 
swallowed 
up in the flame. 
The M alley boys were a fair 
sam ple of the fast young men of the time. 
They were young, handsome, rloh to all ap­ 


pearances, and stylish. They were “ m ashers,” 
to borrow an expressive word from the slang of 
the period, and a young w om an of Jennio 
C ram er’s attractions and reputed virtue was 
exactly the sort of game they were hunting 
for. 
Through the aid of a fem ale accomplice 
they dragged her into their net and she died in 
the toils. 
There are thousands of girls ex­ 
posed today to precisely the sam e dangers th at 
surrounded the victim of the Savin 
Rock 
tragedy, 
who 
go 
on 
step 
by 
step 
on the road that leads to sin and death, utterly 
blind to the pitfalls on either side, and boast­ 
fully conscious of their ability to take care of 
them selves. 
Some call It harm less flirtation, 
others innocent recreation or honorable attach­ 
m ent, but univ a very few have the strength of 
character to halt before the fatal precipice is 
reached, at the bottom of which Jennio Cra­ 
m er’s reputation and life were forever stam ped 
out. 
A re the girls alone responsible? W e fear 
th a t too many of the dom estic tragedies such 
as that which has stirred up social life in New 
H aven are indirectly the resu lt of parental 
negligence. 
The girl of the period is allowed 
too m uch freedom of action. 
Before her char­ 
acter is sufficiently formed, before her m ind is 
strong enough to resist the wiles of the world, 
she is perm itted to associate with young m en of 
perhaps questionable character. She is allowed 
to go, unattended by a person to exercise 
proper restraint, to places of public resort, to 
rem ain out at night, to indulge in late suppers 
aud other dissipations, and to acquire a sense 
of security, or a fam iliarity with looseness of 
habit, which usually breeds contem pt for the 
niceties, proprieties and refinem ents which 
should be cultivated by young ladies in their 
thens. 
M others should take the lesson of Jennie 
C ram er’s career and sad fate home to their 
hearts and profit by them in regulating the 
conduct of their growing daughters. 
The 
world is filled with traps for such as she, and 
the by-ways of life are strew n w ith the wrecks 
of young lives which were snuffed out in igno­ 
m iny and disgrace because of defective train­ 
ing and healthy restraint at the critical period 
of their growth and developm ent 
L et us 
hope th at some good may come out of the dark 
chapter, and that the lifeless body of Jen n ie 
C ram er m ay serve as a w arning to others of 
like age and sim ilar surroundings. 


E N G L A N D 
A N D E G T P T . 


E ng lan d ’s policy in the present E gyptian 
crisis has been weak and vacillating. 
I t has 
been in strong contrast w ith the course Beac- 
ousfield 
would have pursued had he lived 
and 
retained control 
of the 
government. 
W h a t com m ended the dead statesm an 
so 
strongly to the E nglish people was his con­ 
stan t conservation of B ritish interests. 
W hen 
R ussia had brought Turkey to her knees in 
1879 the great Conservative loader stepped 
in boldly to prevent the dism em berm ent of 
the O ttom an E m pire and the occupation of 
the P i reus on the sole ground th at 
ich an 
occupation by Russia w ould be a constant 
m enace to E ngland’s suprem acy in the East. 
The E nglish people followed him loyally, be­ 
cause they had invested heavily in Turkish 
bonds, and because he had appealed to the 
m ost sensitive part of Jo h n B ull’s m ake-up— 
his pocket. 
B ut E ngland’s interest in T urkey is insig­ 
nificant compared w ith her interest in Egypt. 
It is true th at London hankers have invested 
heavily in E gyptian securities, and that the 
governm ent, to a certain extent, has guaran­ 
teed the interest on the bonds. 
This is im ­ 
portant in itself, but trifling when contrasted 
with her great commercial and national inter­ 
est in the Suez canal. 
She owns a controlling 
interest in that inland w aterw ay, and over 
8 0 per cent, of 
all the vessels that pass 
through it carry the B ritish flag. 
I t is E ng­ 
land’s short cut to India, and on it she de­ 
pends for the expeditious 
transporting 
of 
troops and m onitions of war in case of an 
em ergeacy 
in her 
oriental 
dependencies. 
Should there be any interruption in the free 
traffic through tho canal the consequences 
m ight become serious. 
I t is therefore of the 
highest im portance to G reat B ritain 
that 
E gypt not only have a stable governm ent, but 
a governm ent th at she can coutrol. 
"When the present difficulties broke out, Mr. 
Gladstone was very busily engaged iii trying 
to make it easy for the landlords of Ireland to 
collect their rents. 
The whole m achinery of 
the governm ent was taxed to its utm ost ca­ 
pacity to devise laws bv which the oppressed 
tenantry of Ireland could be either whipped 
into subm ission to landlord rule or banished 
from the soil. 
B ritish interests in Ireland 
were of far greater im portance to Mr. Glad­ 
stone than B ritish interests in Egypt. 
The 
arrogance of A rabi P asha was tolerated and 
bis insolence swallowed, while the m inistry 
bent all their efforts to curb the arrogance of 
the Irish farm ers, who refused to pay rack rents 
from short crops. 
I t m attered little whether 
B ritish subjects were butchered in the streets 
of Cairo or A lexandria, or w hether E gyptian 
securities dropped ten points a day, or even 
w hether the Suez canal was actually m enaced; 
Mr. Gladstone was bound by pledges to the 
W hig land-owners 
of 
his party and his 
cabinet to bring Ireland into com plete sub­ 
jection to landlord sway, and all other con­ 
siderations m ust 
give 
precedence to this. 
Then Mr. B right threatened to leave the 
cabinent if active intervention in E gypt were 
attem pted, w hile he sat serenely on the treas­ 
ury benches and voted every tim e to add new 
bolts and fetters to the chains th at bound 
Ireland. 
A nd now E ngland finds herself confronted 
with a very grave and intricate problem. 
She 
finds her influence not only despised in Egypt, 
but actually m ade tile basis of the insubordi­ 
nation of the K hedive’s subjects. 
H er ships 
of war lie in the harbor of A lexandria, b u t in­ 
stead of constituting a check on the lawless­ 
ness of the natives or a protection to B rit­ 
ish 
subjects 
resident in the N ile 
land, 
they 
irritate 
the 
people 
and 
in­ 
crease 
the 
antipathy 
already 
existing 
to every thing E nglish. 
The Sultan, who has 
been popularly regarded as a dependent on the 
British governm ent, openly rejects its counsels 
and throws cold water on the international 
conference organized by E ngland and France 
to disentangle the E gyptian snarl. 
The m ili­ 
tary party in Egypt, headed by A rabi Pasha, 
has actually begun to threaten the canal, and 
where the popular indignation and hostility to 
E ngland will end nobody can now predict. 
Mr. Gladstone cannot now interfere w ith­ 
out offending the flowers th a t have joined the 
conference. 
F rance would bo w illing to co­ 
operate with him iu an arm ed intervention, 
but F rance is afraid ot A ustria, G erm any and 
Italy, and R ussia sits serenely on the fence 
and watches the procession go by, hoping that 
out of the com plicated state of affairs she 
may find an opportunity to square accounts 
with her old enem y—T urkey. 
G ladstone’s 
weakness m ay cost E ngland heavy before tho 
crisis is brought to an end; it m ay cost Glad­ 
stone his place at the head of the governm ent. 


W hen religious revivalists m ake their ap­ 
pearance in a com m unity aud begin their work 
they oftentim es m eet with a lukew arm recep­ 
tion. 
Perhaps one cause of their failure, in 
many places, is th at thev try to cover too much 
ground at the outset. 
The m ucb-talked-of Mr. 
Barnes, who has been preaching in the South, 
however, seems to know how to succeed as a 
revivals*. 
H e “ pulls him self together,” as it 
were, and directs his energies towards the con­ 
version of one particular set of people. 
W hen 
he has succeeded with them he sets them to 
work to help him convert others. 
A t least we 
judge that this is bis modus operandi from the 
reports of his m eetings iii the South, and it is 
a wise m ethod. 
F or exam ple, be invaded the 
State House of K entucky, and the result is 
that the Governor, auditor, assistant secretary 


of state and others in authority have made con­ 
fessions of religion. 
L et there be more mon 
like M r. Barnes, and let them cause the con­ 
version of officeholders all over tho country, 
and religion will achieve w hat civil service re­ 
form never can. 


“ S T U D I E S 
I N 
T H E 
S O U T H . " 


There is a fine justice in the fact that, after 
the thousand exaggerations and m isrepresenta­ 
tions w hich the South has suffered at the 
hands of N orthern w riters, it should a t last 
lie a N orthern m an, a once enthusiastic abo­ 
litionist aud a m em ber of the U nion arm y 
during the late war, who describes the South 
and her people calm ly and justly, who shows 
them to the N orthern people the first tim e 
they have ever thus been seen as they are. The 
author of the series of “ Studies in the South” 
that is now appearing in ®he A tlan tic M onthly 
is doiug great service to 6oth N orth and South 
by tho clear, accurate and ju st accounts he 
gives therein of th a t m uch-w ritten-about and 
much m isrepresented portion of the country. 
Is is evident th at he w ent through the South 
with no beliefs to confirm , no prejudgm ents 
to verify, but actuated sim ply by the desire to 
learn the tru th about the Southern people, 
their condition and desires. 
The result is 
a narrative singularly calm and dispassionate, 
untouched by the slightest shade of partisan 
or sectional coloring. 
The last num ber deals particularly w ith the 
attitude of the Southern people toward the 
N orth, the condition of the negro voters and 
the m anner in which the South considered the 
workings of the K u-K lux K lan. 
The author 
found the people very eager th a t he should go 
everywhere, talk w ith all classes and con­ 
ditions of people, and then tell in the N orth 
w hat he saw and heard. 
They evidently feel 
th at 
if the N orthern 
people coaid 
once 
be 
made 
to 
understand 
tho 
real con­ 
dition and the true 
inw ardness of affairs 
there would be less ill-feeling between tho two 
sections. 
One of the things th a t he heard end­ 
lessly repeated w herever he w ent was that the 
South would never am ount to anything until 
it num bered more N orthern m en and possessed 
more N orthern capital. 
H e found among all 
classes of people, except officeholders, the 
greatest indifference concerning politics, and 
am ong the m ost intelligent and public-spirited 
citizens the conviction th a t the people will do 
well to let national politics alone, and give all 
their energies to the developm ent of the re­ 
sources of the country, the education and 
im provem ent of the people. 
From 
these 
and 
m any 
other 
things 
which 
the 
author of these papers saw and heard it 
is evident th at the Southern people have a 
keen sense of their needs and of w hat will be 
of the greatest benefit to their portion of the 
country. 
B ut the South is weak and poor in 
m any ways, and unaided w ould find it quite 
im possible to follow out the necessary lines of 
work. 
F or the N orth to render such assist­ 
ance would not be charity, but sim ple justice. 
For the N orth has been as m uch a party to 
every one of the great wrongs th a t have loft 
the South in ber present condition as has been 
the South herself, and for the N orth now to 
aid in im proving th a t condition would sim ply 
be a restitution of the things of which N orth­ 
ern connivance has deprived her. 
W ith regard to the negro vote, it would 
bode well if N orthern politicians would be as 
frank as the w riter of “ Studies in the South” 
found Southern political leaders. 
H e learned 
th at they wore quite ready to describe the 
m ethods of neutralizing tho negro vote, and 
th at in all the black districts they insisted 
upon the fact th at the negro vote m ust be 
m anaged. 
The 
question, 
in 
m ost regions 
through 
the 
South, 
was 
w hether 
un­ 
scrupulousness, aided by ignorance, should 
step 
into 
high 
places— whether 
the 
ignorant, 
the 
half-brutalized, 
should 
become 
the 
dom inating 
class. 
I t 
is 
possible th a t the calm judgm ent of the nation 
may yet declare th at the Southern politicians 
were rig h t and th at they averted worse calam ­ 
ities than did befall th a t unhappy section in 
post-bellum days, when they quietly neutral­ 
ized or m anaged the negro vote, as it bas 
already declared the R epublican leaders to 
have been gravely in error when they granted 
suffrage to such a m ass of brutalized ignor­ 
ance. 


W H E R E T H E H U B P L U S G O E S . 


I t is related th at an E nglishm an who visited 
our national H ouse of R epresentatives the 
other day, when he witnessed the coolness 
w ith which m illions of dollars were appropri­ 
ated for soldiers’ pensions, exclaim ed: “G reat 
God! w hat m ust the resources of this country 
be?” 
W hen the action of our Congress is 
contrasted w ith th at of the law -m aking bodies 
of other nations in this respect there is verily 
cause for astonishm ent even to an Am erican. 
This year it is proposed to spend $100,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 for m ilitary and 
naval 
pensions 
alone. 
This 
is 
$ 3 3 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 more than 
A ustria-H ungary, aud only $ 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 less 
than G erm any, $ 3 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 less than G reat 
B ritain and Ireland, $ 5 6 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 less than 
France, and $ 6 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 less than R ussia for 
the whoL cost of their gigantic m ilitary and 
naval establishm ents in 1881. 
I t was R. B. 
H ayes who com m itted this country to such a 
program m e. 
The 
present 
expenditure of 
$ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 is only a drop in the bucket. 
M any more hundreds of m illions m ust be 
spent 
because 
Congress has neglected to 
repeal or m ake void the pensions arrears law. 
A nd yet R epublicans sneer at Dem ocratic 
journals for telling the groaning taxpayers 
who is responsible for their burdens. 


There is a pretty m ean m an in New Y ork 
and his nam e is Lisle Bullock. 
The other 
m orning two hungry and travel-stained young 
w orkingm en happened to pass Bullock’s gro­ 
cery store, where a bread wagon was unload­ 
ing. 
One of the fam ished m en seized a loaf 
of bread and gave h alf to his companion, both 
w alking away and eating voraciously. 
B ul­ 
lock’s clerk followed them and had a police­ 
man arrrest them . 
In court Bullock appeared 
as prosecutor, and notw ithstanding the judge’s 
reluctance to entertain the charge and the re­ 
quest of other court officers and spectators to 
have the charge w ithdraw n, the men were 
held tor trial. 
One of the men, it appears, had 
travelled on foot all the way from New Or­ 
leans and m et his com panion in Philadelphia, 
aud both were aim ing for New York, where 
they expected to get work. 
On their way 
to 
the 
station house 
the 
policem an pro­ 
vided 
them 
w ith 
a 
good 
m eal 
at 
his 
own expense. 
“ Boycotting” would seem to 
be a m ild punishm ent for Bullock if he per­ 
sists in hounding two such unfortunate men. 
W e do not approve of stealing, but in such a 
case as this, where the prosecutor is m ulish, 
the prisoners ought to enter a plea of klepto­ 
mania. 
This would give the judge a chanco 
to show the mercy he desires to,aud be the first 
case on record, perhaps, where the public 
would universally acquiesce in the sense of 
such a defence. 


The New Y ork G raphic calls tho new in­ 
ternal revenue bill “a hill to m ake the rich 
richer” and says it ought to be styled “an act 
to present the sum of $ 2 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 or there­ 
abouts to holders of national bank stock and 
m anufacturers of cigars, patent medicines and 
matches, for this is ju st w hat it does. 
It will 
put th a t am ount of m oney iuto the pockets of 
this very lim ited class of individuals, and it 
will benefit nobody else in this wide world.” 
Mr. Anderson, a R epublican m em ber of the 
House, said during the debate: “ The people 
all over tho country have been dem anding a 
reduction of taxation, and you offer them this 
bill, which fitly term inates w ith the relief of 
that oppressed class of workers who m ake 
cigarettes. 
Look at the positiop it places you 
in aud which you n ill have to justify when 


you 
go 
to 
the people 
next 
fall 
and 
are 
asked: 
‘W hat 
reduction 
have 
you 
m ade? 
D id you reduce the tax we have to 
pay upon trace chains, upon horseshoes, upon 
iron in its m any forms, or th a t we have to pay 
upon salt or upon sugar or clothing or blan­ 
kets?’ 
W hat would be your response? 
‘Oh, 
no; we could not do that. 
No; wo did not do 
anything of that kind. 
B ut then we did take 
the tax off bank capital and deposits,’ and 
you ca i offer them a bottlo of Mrs. W inslow ’s 
soothing syrup, for which thev will pay ex­ 
actly w hat they did before.” 
So it seems th at 
there are even Republicans who refuse to 
a d o p te e sham presented by th eir party as a 
relief from burdensom e taxation. 


The Springfield R epublican thus sum m ar­ 
izes a neat and interesting bit of scandal, 
w hich comes from W ashington in connection 
w ith the appointm ent of W illard S. H ickox 
as land receiver in Colorado: 
“ H ickox was 
an Ohio m an, from hum ble beginnings cam e 
to he station agent of the P ennsylvania road 
at M ansfield, was well off, a prom inent Sun­ 
day school worker, becam e q u ite popular, and 
had a liking for politics. 
Soon after the 
national banking act passed Senator Sherm an 
helped establish an institution under it at 
M ansfield, H ickox was taken into th e m an­ 
agem ent,in a few years becam e its head,and had 
a reign of considerable financial power, with 
the confidence of everybody. 
I t 1873, how­ 
ever, the batik failed, it was found th a t both 
its regular assets and some funds dposited for 
safe keeping bad disappeared. 
H ickox was 
indicted and escaped coviction only by run­ 
ning into C anada aud forfeiting his bonds. 
A fter this he ventured to go to D enver, and 
has lately asked and received the appointm ent 
indicated. 
A nd the gossips wonder why, 
am ong all tho Ohio and other men fam iliar 
w ith the circum stances, 
there was not a 
w hisper raised against the nom ination and 
confirm ation.” 


T he crim son goes to the front again and 
the blue to the rear. 
Y ale tried an experim ent 
in rowing and tested its m erits fully ; and Yale 
lost. 
H arv ard stuck to her old m ethods and 
won. 
I t is, perhaps, no argum ent against 
Y ale’s new style of boat, or her new system of 
pulling th at she lost yesterday’s regatta, for 
her tim e for four m iles was better than the 
average m ade by w inning crews in th e last 
three years. 
The regatta on the Tham es was 
exciting from start to finish. Both crews were 
in excellent condition, and both worked with 
a w ill. 
A nother year, perhaps, the new style 
of stroke and boat and oar which Y ale has 
adopted m ay prove superior to the older, and 
the blue may once more gain the ascendant. 
B ut yesterday’s experience would not justify 
H arvard or any other university crew to adopt 
it. 
A nd so we m ay expect another trial on 
the sam e basis next year. 


The reform ers are fighting a w indm ill, as 
usual, in their efforts to prevent officeholders 
from contributing to the conduct of the com ­ 
ing cam paign. 
A n officeholder should no 
more be prevented 
from giving his m ite 
towards party support th an the m erchant or 
tradesm an. 
W h at is wrong about the whole 
business is the fact th a t a congressional com­ 
m ittee is allowed to issue every two years 
threatening letters to the civil servants of the 
people, dem anding a certain percentage on 
pain of dism issal from office. 
Mr. H ubbell 
has no more rig h t to send such a letter than 
the chairm an of any cam paign com m ittee in 
any State in the U nion, and if the reform ers 
are to do any good at all they ought to set to 
work to stop this insolent system of refined 
blackm ail, and prevent Mr. H ubbell an d men 
like him from usurping powers w hich their 
election to Congress never conferred on them.

In ju st sueb solid 
phalanx th e blue m arched again st th e hills at 
F red ericksb u rg ami th e 
H orseshoe at Spott- 
eylvania,

C onfederate 
history

sen t their p raise down th e lanes of the n ex t IOO 
years. 
8ay then o f th at .advance on R ousseau 
th at th e men In gray knew its stren gth and halted 
not — realized the horror w hich the n ex t ten 
m in u tes would 
bring forth, and yet advanced 
in tu its open jaw s. 
They were m en from A rkan­ 
sas, aud M issouri, aud L ouisiana, and South 
C arolina, and G eorgia, and nearly every other 
S tate in th e South, and th ey m ust have know n 
th e h opelessness of til;.t advance.

It w as n o t over forty rods from toe gu ns w hen It 
h alted, w avered and m arched to tbe righ t to seek 
the cover of th at sp ot know n to history as “ H ell’s 
H alf-A cre.” 
It m igh t have furnished sa fe quar­ 
ters for a dozen sharp-shooters, but w hen th at 
brigade rushed Into it the men outnum bered th e 
trees aud hushes.

G alled to desperation by the aw ful situ ­ 
ation, tb e T w enty-tbit d A rkansas fixed b ayonets 
m d rushed for th e battery, but only to be piled in 
heaps on tb e open ground.

lived through the storm could not survive tho 
next season. It is a cleared spot n ow —a field of 
o a ts—but th e earth w ill ever sm ell of carnage. 
W hen R osecrans in perron led the m en of R ous­ 
seau and N egley in the charge w hich cleared the 
ground tb e rem nant of th at brigade cattie out of 
that bell-snot and surrendered to him . Was there 
a regim en t le ft? N o; not a com pany—n ot a 
dozen—not half a score—and at lea st half of th ese 
had been w ounded! 
It was over such m en as 
these th at R osecrans won his victory, aud yet 
Ingots seek to slur th at victory by d isp aragin g 
that bravery. 
The artillery had checked the C onfederate ad­ 
vance in th e centre, but th e righ t and left w ings 
left th e centre behind them —cu t loose from it— 
and m arched stra ig h t on. Van C leve was there 
w ith his division on tn e right, and th o C onfeder­ 
ates m oved down upon turn 
W ith a M o m en tu m M o u n t t o D o u b le U lm

It m igh t h ave done so in th e cedars, b ut it did 
not here. 
B eatty was th ere w ith h is Seven teen th 
brigade and he took th e first shock, w itu th e 
Federal b atteries p layin g over th e heads of his 
men.

tained ny the Federal skirm ish line. 
W ith flags 
proudly w avin g and every foot k een in g th e step , 
the w ave rolled down upon B eatty, n ot a man 
tak in g hts m usket off his shoulder u n til w ithin 
pistol sh o t o f th e Federal lines. 
Then dow n 
cam e th e gu n s, and th en the C onfederate officers 
were heard y e llin g ; 
“Forw ard on th e double- 
quick!” 
Tlvat w ave stru ck a w all of tiro and a flam e of 
death. 
It surged forw ard again and again, but it 
could n ot pass a certain point. 
Its dead and 
wounded were heaped and p iled, and it w as only 
whoa regim en ts had been decim ated over and 
over again th a t tho w ave rolled back in to th e 
cedars w ith a crash. 
H ad there been ten Hues of 
battle there tb e resu lt would have been the sam e. 
There w as th e key of th e centre. 
An army could 
have w rested It aw ay by flanking, lint B ragg bad 
only a corps to throw a t it, and th ey m ust take it

they hail com e out, aud no man on th e righ t be­ 
lieved th at the charge w ould lie repeated.

The C onfederate 
reserve 
m oved up, th e 
broken lines re-form ed, and th is tim e 


A s T h e y L e f t C o v e r It w a s ob t h o D o u b le * 
Q u ic k . 
There waB th e sam e w all of Are—tho sam e horri­ 
ble crash and roar—tn e sam e yells o f defiance 
and ch eers of victory. 
Tbe second assau lt had 
euded lik e the first—th e th ird resulted as th e 
secon d . 
“ Even arter tbe th ird repulse th e m en could 
have been rallied a g a in ,” said a C onfederate 
colonel, “ but it w as no use. 
WO had piled up 
a thousand dead In fro n t o f the F ederals, and 
th at w as all. 
W e could n ot have carried his 
p osition had we been five tim es as stron g. L ook­ 
in g across th e fields from th e cedars a lter th at 
last repu lse, tb e ground seem ed to have turned 
gray w ith our dead aud w ounded. In som e places 
they lay in w inrow s—in others they were in 
groups, as if 
grape or can ister had struck a 
dozen at on ce.” 
It w as tb e regulars w ho received the first shock, 
and as a con seq uence they suffered m ost. 
Their 
regular aud precise firing was heard everyw here 
o d th e field above tb e crash of b attle, a n d it was 
terribly d estru ctive to th e foe. 
O ut of less t h a n 
1 600 m en nearly 7 0 0 lay dead aud w ouuded after 
the last repulse. M as th at war or m urder. In front 
of th eir lines were over 1000 dead and w ounded 
C onfederates. 
W as th at m urder or b u tch ery? 
Palm er was on R ousseau ’s left, havin g tho 
brigades of C ruft, H azen, Grose, H ascali and 
som e of th e troops (rom R o se cra n s'le ft w ing. 
Here, too, th e C onfederate advance w as iu tour 
lines, th e brigades of Chalm er and D onelson lead ­ 
ing. 
The attack was m ade w ith a rush, but it 
was repulsed in less than ten m inutes. 
That 
assau lt was a feeler m ean t to test th e stren gth of 
the Federal position. 
As the gray lilies reached 
cover th ey reform ed under a hot fire of shell, 
and officers passed along th e lines to say to the 
m en: 
“ H old your fire u ntil you can see th e color of 
their eyes; then d eliver a Tolley and walk over 
them w ith tho bayonet.

A ud for tw en ty m in u tes lines surged back and 
forth , advanced and retreated , w avered am i ral­ 
lied, and then all was over. 
Soldiers had never 
none mure, but there is a lim it eveu to despera­ 
tion. 
C onfederate regim en ts lost th irty, forty 
ami eveu fifty per cent, of their stren gth in th at 
advance. 
Com panies n um bering forty nu n w ent 
back to tbe w oods w ith ten and tw elve. 
D id the 
veterans at W aterloo tight better and lose m ore? 
Later in the day, w hen word reached B ragg th at 
R ousseau had (alien back to shorten th e Federal 
line, he ordered another advance. 
That advance 
found R ousseau still th ere,w aitiu g and readv.and 
it retired w ith ou t au assault. The right had been 
driven and broken. 
T he centre had been driven 
to be rallied in a stronghold. 
There were fighters 
aud heroes oh the le ft as well, and tho flame of 
battle had rolled down tile fron t to stain th e cold, 
bleak earth w ith brave m en’s blood.

He sold his larm , pur­

tau in vasion of the con ten d in g hosts. 
Four years 
thereafter tb e rem ainder of G eneral F ee’s army 
m ade th eir last stand at A pp om attox 
Court 
H ouse, aud, stran ge to say, tile articles of sur­ 
render w ere drawn up and signed In M cLean’s 
house. 
He had seen th e beginuiug and th e end of 
the great conflict.

looked w istfu lly at the N ew York T im es reporter 
w ho surveyed a regular arm y d ivision o f b ottles 
on th e sh elv es of a m uch-freq u en ted shop in th is 
city . “ W onderful how m any o f th ese th in g s there 
a re,” said th e ap othecary, p ick in g up a bottle of 
tooth ach e drops.

The apothecary piekod up a package o f w hoop­ 
in g-cough rem edy and saki th a t it would perhaps 
toll the story of ruauy other preparations.

clerk in a p rin tin g 
estab lish m en t 
had three 
children su fferin g w ith 
w hooping-cough. 
Ho 
secured from a physician a prescription th at 
called for som eth in g th a t unqu estion ab ly greatly 
relieved the ch ildren . 
The clerk was pecuniarily 
em barrassed, as som e other clerks have been, and 
w as unable to pay tb e physician for his a tten d ­ 
ance. 
A t such a tim e as th is n ecessity w as again 
tho m other of in ven tion . 
The clerk hit upon tb e 
id ea o f h avin g th e rem edy prepared for sale in 
ap othecary’s shops so th a t he m igh t accum ulate 
en ou gh w ealth to pay his physician ’s hill, and 
now th e rem edy is done up iu neat p ack ages and 
b elon gs to th e regular arm y of 
preparations 
d isp layed in tho shops. 
Tile apothecary then 
d isp layed several pack ages of “ teas” w hich have 
h igh -sou n d in g 
nam es on

Hey lie acid, now so coni mon in 
th e prepare!! >n o f rem edies for rheum atism , be­ 
com es absolutely dangerous in many cases. Good 
p h ysician s say th at the acid m u st produce u s 
effect* w ithin tw en ty-four hour*, 
lf tuere is no 
good effect u p to th at tim e, then the turther use 
of the acid becom es dangerous. 
It w eakens the 
heart, and sq m etb in g to cou n tera ct it m ust be 
used at once. 
The m ajority of persons Woo buy 
p aten t m e Heines in ten d ed to cure rheum atism , 
ann w hich con tain salicy lic acid, know nothing 
about the danger th ey con fron t, and th a t heart 
u iseases becom e prevalent is uot 
surprising. 
Som e physician s im agin e, said te e apothecary, 
th a t druggist* lik e to sell p a ten t m edicine*.

protested th at such is n o t th - case. 
He and 
oth ers in the business, he said , d espised paten t 
m edicines, and never recom m ended them .

An enorm ously fa t w om an v isited a drug 
store

C od-liver oil preparations w ere n ex t spoken of 
by tn e apothecary, and by the way o f d isp osin g 
of the whole su b ject iii a clever way ho told a 
story w hich had been given to him by one of tho 
m ost em inent p h ysician s o f th is city. 
The story 
show ed how three very bright and cu ltiv a ted 
you ng ladies o f the n igher w alks of life bee line 
drunkards. 
Oue o f them was d elicate and feeble. 
It seem ed that the dread d isease, con sum p tion , 
w as about to claim her. 
The fam ily p hysician be­ 
lieved that he could save her lite, ann he w rote 
ou t a prescription for her.

T h e W o n d e r f u l E f f e c t * a f t b e M e d t e ln e 
prescribed for ber, and w hen one day abe w as 
about to v isit tbe apothecary sbop they d ecided 
to accom pany ber. 
In th e shop th e g irls w ere 
very morry. 
The apothecary paid no sp ecia l a t­ 
ten tion to them as he prepared th e p rescription, 
aud possibly thanked his stars tb at be w as not 
com pelled to answ er a th ousan d questions.

At daylight this morning, through the kind­ 
ness of a prison official, your correspondent 
was permitted to see Guiteau.

branch of the Potomac, and hid from 
view the poisonous marshes th at line its shores. 
The assassin had slept but little during the night. 
A crazy woman had kept everybody at the jail 
awake with lier wild cries, and Guiteau was in no 
mood for resting.

in the m orning he dozed at briof intervals,

Almighty God to curse and kill them, and became 
so violent in his expressions of rage th a t the vis­ 
itors had to leave the corridor.

Guiteau sat down to breakfast.

dent th at he was too angry to eat.

moments—time 
1 enough to read the death-warrant to the assassin. 
| Strong and Woodward uext disappeared behind 
the wooden doors.

Hicks as the latter opened his prayers,

scaffold were eight persons—Guiteau, Dr. Hicks, 
W arden Crocker, Boh'.Strong, the oldest guard 
in tho jail, who had charge of the adjustm ent 
of the rope, cap and otner preliminaries, and 
four guards. Marshal Henry stood on the steps 
leading to the scaffold, with a guard on each side. 
Jo h n Guiteau stood bareheaded in tile front 
rauk of 
the 
spectators, 
ann, 
unknown 
to 
nim, 
two 
detectives 
were 
at 
his 
elbow, 
ready to seize him if lie made any attem pt 
to interfere with the proceedings. Drs. young, 
Elliott, Van A m u rn and AlcWilliams, who were 
to make the examination aud determine when the 
law was carried out, stood just In trout of the 
gallows. 
Dr. Hicks’ prayer was short, and as 
follows: 
"Father, out of the depths we cry to Thee; 
hear Thou 
our 
supplication; for the sake 
of 
Jesus 
Christ 
the 
Saviour, 
who 
has 
made full propitiation for us. 
Behold this 
Tov servant. 
We humbly pray th a t Thou 
will deliver him at this supreme, moment of his 
lite. 
Let Thy light descend upon him.

absolved by Thy great mercy, from bloodguilti­ 
ness. 
Deliver him and us. God have mercy on 
us.

D uring its delivery Guiteau stood

a vote*- loud, h irsh b u t distinct, said: “ I read from 
Matthew, x., 28th to 31st verse.” 
He then read 
a number of passages selected by himself, bear­ 
ing on His inspiration theory. 
It was a striking 
picture then presented. Jam m ed In the narrow 
corridor was a crowd of some 200 or 300 persons, 
all of whom had uncovered when Hicks began his 
prayer. 
Every eye was upon 
tho chief actor 
iii the terrible 
tragedy aud 
every ear was 
strained to catch his words. 
He stood tho 
cynosure of 
all 
eyes. 
He 
had surprised 
every one by the nerve he had displayed up to 
this point. 
AVlth every eye w atching to see him 
break 
down at any 
moment, 
he 
read as a 
preacher from his pulpit, with feeling and a clear 
connection of every word, pausing momentarily to 
glance 
at his audience as lf to 
watch the 
effect of 
his 
words upon them. 
The pas­ 
sages 
from 
the 
Bible 
having 
been 
read, 
Dr. Hicks held up before him several sheets 
of closely-written manuscript, the title of which 
Guiteau proclaimed, “ My Last Dying Brayer on 
on the Gallows.” 
Pausing as if to seo how this 
was received, he proceeded 
to 
read 
firmly 
through it. 
H e R e a d a i F o l l o w * : 
“ Father, now I go to Thee and the Saviour! I 
have finished the work Thou gayest me to do. 
I 
am only too happy to go to Thee. The world does 
not 
yet 
appreciate 
my 
mission, 
but Thou 
knowest. 
Thou knowest 
Thou didst inspire 
Garfield’s 
removal, 
anil 
only

His eyes glared and 
his face flushed as he turned his invective upon 
president Arthur and denounced his treachery 
and fear. 
From the sublime to tho ridiculous is 
h u t a step, and from these passionate utterances 
this sury, which, though acted, would have hest 
| carried him through, Guiteau descended to the 
demeanor o f - a fool and a canting, hypocritical 
tool at that. AA bilo the spectators were hanging 
on his words ot 
S r s t h l n r O e n u n e ln t ors- o f th o P r e s id e n t 
and the American people, ha announced that he 
was about to read a poem composed by bim this 
morning, and which be explained was intended to 
im itate the prattling of a dying child. He read: 
I am going to the Loray, 
I am so glad, 
I am going to the Lordy, 
I ani to glad, 
I ain going to the Lordy, 
Glory hallelujah. Glory hallelujah. 
I love the Lord with all my soul, 
Glory hallelujah. 
Anil that is tho reason 
I am going to the Lord, 
Glory hallelujah, glory hallelujah, 
I am going to the Lorn. 
[Here Guiteau’s voice failed, and lie bowed his 
head and broke into sobs, hut rallied a little aud 
went on with lits chant.] 
I saved my party and my laud, 
Glory Hallelujah! 
But they have murdered nm for It and that Is the 
reason I ani going to the Lordy, 
Glory hallelujah: Glory hallelujah! 
I am goiug to the Lordy. 
(Here again his feelings overcame him and he 
leaned his head on tim shoulder of Dr. Hicks aud 
sobbed pitifully; still lie went on.] 
I wonder what I will do when I get to the Lordy. 
I guess that I xviii weep no more when I get to the 
J.only. 
Glory hallelujah ! 
[Here there was another Interruption caused by 
sobs and emotions which he was unable to re­ 
press. 
He wept bitterly, and then with quivering 
lips and mournful tones he went on to tiuisn his 
ditty.] 
I wonder what I will see when I get to the Lordy. 
I expect to see molt splendid things beyond all 
earthly conception 
When I ain with the Lordy. 
Glory hallelujah. 
[Raising his voice to the highest pitch th a t he 
could command.] 
Glory, hallelujah. I am with the Lord. 
The first words oi the poem, “ I am going to the 
Lordy” opened 
T h e K litten Iou* A s p e c t o f th e P « rfn rm « n c(* 
which thence forward partook more of the nature 
of a circus than of a tragedy. 
Guiteau whined 
and cried and almost completely broke down, 
while 
the 
spectators 
listened 
with 
smiles 
on 
their 
faces 
and 
many 
jocular 
com­ 
ments. 
Gtiitenu 
finished 
his 
poem 
anil 
reg.lined 
his 
composure. 
Rob 
Strong, 
tim 
guard, 
stepped 
forward 
on 
olm 
trap and 
Guiteau followed him and the pinioning of his 
legs began. 
He.seemed lo take a grunt ileal of in­ 
terest in this proceeding, and, looking down, 
watched the process curiously. 
Strong is an 
adept at the business and made no mistakes. 
Tho 
assassin’s 
legs 
were 
securely 
bound, 
and 
Strong 
took 
hold 
ol 
the 
dang­ 
ling 
noose and adjusted 
it about G uiteau’s 
neck. 
As he slipped the knot close up against 
the white flesh Hie slightest possible shiver passed 
over G uiteau’s frame, and he seemed to shrink a 
little. 
He compressed his lips nervously aud was 
himself again. 
I he old contemptuous look, the 
look 
of 
battled 
malice 
and 
hatred, 
with 
which 
those 
who 
attended 
his 
trial 
be­ 
came

lam inar, 
returned 
to 
his 
face, 
and 
tho 
snaky, 
steely glitter 
to 
his eyes, while tie seemed to have nerved himself 
to his doom. 
Not a word of prayer passed his 
lips, not a sigil of contrition. 
Very deftly Strong 
produced and placed the black cap ou tho assas­ 
sin’s head. 
Guiteau 
flinched 
not. 
The last 
glimpse had of the living Guiteau he stood with 
tightly compressed lips and closed eyes, and then 
tim dark scowl on his face was hid from view.

It was exactly 12.42 when the cap was put on. 
Dr. Hicks, with a blanched lace, stooping, knelt 
on one knee and began bis prayer 
for the 
dying. 
He was barely noticed. 
All eyes were 
on Guiteau; 
and the 
warden, 
by 
arrange­ 
m ent with the latter (Guiteau) had determ ined 
on a signal when he would be Toady. 
For tho 
m inute in which he stood ready for tim drop 
absolute silence prevailed. Then G uiteau’s voice 
was heard from under the cap: "I am going to 
the Lord. Glory, glory!” Ho dropped a piece of 
paper from his hand (the preconcerted signal) and 
distinctly 
said: 
“ Ready!” 
An instant after 
Crocker’s handkerchief was thrown behind him 
(a signal to tim concealed individual who operated 
the drop), and simultaneously came the snap 
of 
the 
bolt 
withdrawn 
from 
under 
the 
trap, 
the 
thud 
ot 
the 
weight 
of 
the 
sand-hag as the drop fell, and the assassin’s body 
elijiped through the gaping hole and brought up 
witli a short j rk at the end of the rope below. 
As the noise of the falling trap went resounding 
through the corridor thoro arose a loud cheer 
from tile prisoners in their cells, followed by a 
rattd n g of tin cups against the bars oi their cells 
and other evidences of exultation. 
lu falling, 
Guiteau’s neck was not broken, although there 
was a slight displacement of the bones of the spi­ 
nal column. 
Ho struggled very little. 
The 
droji fo11 al 12.43 exactly, and at 12.47 there was 
a drawing up of tile limbs aud a shudder, which 
was the last perceptible evidence of the presence 
of life. 
But toe physicians who gathered about 
the swinging body and lelt of the pulse and lis­ 
tened 
for 
the 
heart 
beats 
say the pulsa­ 
tions of tho heart were distinctly noticeable 
from seven 
minutes to 
nitro m inutes after 
the drop fell. 
At 12.55 the body was lowered a 
little and the arms and legs u n p la n n e d , while a 
score or more of physicians gathered about and 
in turn listened for Hie pulsation of the heart 
anil counted the pulse beats. At 1.18 the doctors 
pronounced life extinct, the body having then 
duug ihirt.v-five minutes and the remains of tho 
assassin were lowered Into the coffin anil removed 
to the chapel, where the autopsy was made. 
While Guiteau stood upon the gallows the lino 
of soldiers in the rotunda broke ranks, and with­ 
out leaving their positions mounted chairs and 
peeped curiously over the heads of the people who 
blocked the doorway leading to the place of exe­ 
cution. Correspondents hurried lrom the gallows 
to the telegraph 
offices 
to file their bulle­ 
tins and rushed back again. The guard who 
stood 
at 
the 
barred 
door 
leading 
from 
the 
offices 
to the 
rotunda 
stopped 
every 
one who 
passed 
through for news of the 
assassin’s condition, anu was impatient to leave 
his post and see the hanging. The news of the 
execution was communicated to the people out­ 
side the Jail bv the cheers given Jliy the prisoners 
when the dull thud of the falling drop was heard. 
Tho outside door of the jail, which was closed and 
locked from the time the procession started, was 
opened 
to 
allow 
a 
fainting 
man 
to 
go 
out. The doorway was packed with people crazy 
to get within the’ jail. 
Two policemen, bigger 
fools than any of the spectators, jumped forward 
as tho door was swung open ana led the crowd 
th a t forced the entrance. Two heavy blows were 
struck by the turnkey anil two policemen went to 
the floor and twenty or thirty men piled over 
them, until at last, by a mighty effort, the floor 
was 
swung 
to 
and 
locked. 
This 
crowd 
of 
roughs 
did 
not 
have the 
pleasure of 
seeing the gallows, for the inner door was kept 
locked, and the mob begged in vain to get 
through into the rotunda. There were over a 
thousand people outside the jail, but they pre-, 
served excellent order, and the detachm ent of 
seventy policemen detailed to preserve order had 
really nothing to do, 
No person outside could 
catch a glimpse of the gallows, anil tiro curiosity 
ot the idle was completely foiled. 
After the 
hanging was over, one by one tjie crowd leu, and 
at 5 o’clock the customary quiet prevailed m ound 
the institution.

G u i t e a u ’* B orty U n d e r t h e E x a m l n l i f E y e * 
u t l* h y* le la n a —H i* B r a i n F o u n d t o B e 
in a P e r f e c t l y H e a l t h y C o n d itio n . 
W a sh in g t o n, Ja n e 30.—The autopsy was con­ 
ducted by a committee of resident physicians, 
consisting of Drs. Sowers, Hartigan and Lamb. 
There were present at it the following represent­ 
atives of the medical profession: Dr. Godding 
of St. Elizabeth's Insane Asylum, Dr. Nichols of 
the Bloomingdale asylum, Dr. McDonald of the 
New York Insane Asylum; Dr. Morton, editor of 
the New A'ork Journal of Nervous anil Mental 
Diseases; Drs. Young, Bliss, Reyburn, Elliott and 
McWilliams of AVashiogton, 
Drs. 
Mills 
and 
Spltzka of New York. The examination was made 
to determine, first, the cause of death, and, sec­ 
ond, the condition of the principal organs. It was 
found tnat the neck had not been broken and th a t 
death had resulted from strangulation. There was 
found a rupture of tho sterno d id o mastoid 
muscles on each side ol the neck, and of the thyro 
ovoid membrane and muscles, but there was no 
dislocation or fracture of the cerebral v ertebra. 
A thorough autopsy was made of the chest 


and 
a partial 
exam ination 
of 
the 
Drain 
and 
the 
abdominal 
cavities. 
The 
brain 
was found to weigh forty-nine and 
» halt 
ounces, nm! as far as con Id be determined was in a 
perfectly beni thy condition. The eye presented 
no indications of disease, neither wore tm ie .nj 
evidences of discase In the condition of the heart 
or lungs, except a g.Iglu thickening of the coat 
of the aorta in the flrtc-mentloned organ. Toe 
exam ining physicians removed the brain, and trove 
placed it in alcohol to harden. 
Tomorrow they 
will make a microscopical exam ination of this 
organ to determine the proportion of w hite and 
gray matter, and tim nature of the deposits to 
see lf there is any inflammatiou. The com m ittee 
will probably he able to make an official report 
tomorrow. 
Tho brain of the assassin will bo pre­ 
served in the National Museum. H IW od)' is being 
embalmed tonight bv Mr. Shiperd of the Am y 
Medical Museum. The place of interm ent has 
uot been made public, as it is Dr. Hicks’ inten­ 
tion not to give the hody-snatcbors an oppoMunity 
to disinter it by givtng’generai information as to 
its location. J. AA'. Guiteau xviii leave the city 
Sunday morning next for hl9 home In Boston. 
Mrs. fccoville will remain here for a day or 
two, 
but 
does 
not 
state w hat lier desti­ 
nation will be on leaving bere. 
Mr. Beeville did 
not reach here.. 
Among the spectators or the 
execution today was Dr. O. L. 1’orter, tho physi­ 
cian who attended Lincoln’s murderer* during 
their confinement at the arsenal, and who was 
present at their subsequent execution. 
He also 
attended Dr. Mudd and other* to the Dry Tortu­ 
ga*, where they were sent lo bo imprisoned. 
Ile 
is a resident of Bridgeport, Conn., and became 
quite 
prominent 
a 
short time since by his 
experiments 
in 
the 
use 
of 
galvanism 
as 
a 
resuscitator upon the body of 
Hoyt, 
a murderer, who was hanged there some three 
months ago. 
After the execution this afternoon, 
there was a geueral rush tor the scaffold to secure 
relics, and half a doaen persons were engaged like 
rats in tearing off splinters from various portions 
of the structure, while not a few succeeded in rdt- 
tatning small nits of the cords which confined the 
limbs of the assassin or the rope which strangled 
him.

W a sh in g t o n, July I .—John Wilson Guiteau, 
the brother of the dead assassin, arrived at tho 
jail yesterday early in the m orniug and remained 
in 
the 
rotunda 
nearly 
all 
tho 
time 
until after the execution. 
About 11 o’clock 
he was told th at his sister, Mrs. Beeville, was at 
the entrance of the jail dem anding admission. 
Bim bad brought with liar tho fragrant flowers 
which she wanted laid on her brother’s coffin. 
Wilson hurried out to her and advised her to go 
home. 
“ Yon had better go home, Frankie,” ho said, 
“ Charles does not w ant to see us, and it would not 
be well tor you to see him. He m ight break, might 
shock yon "into an Illness; you m ight completely 
unm an him.” 
“ But, Jo h n ,” she replied, “ I want to see brother. 
I w ant to show him these flowers. You know 
he liked the flowers I b rought him yesterday, 
and i w ant to see him on the scaffold, and hear 
him read his last prayer.” 
But Wilson Guiteau finally succeeded in per­ 
suading bis sister to return to her home. He was 
sorry afterward, because, as he said, it would 
have done lier good and no harm to have seen that 
manly death. 
No one saw him when the procession xxas form­ 
ing, nor when it began to move across the ro­ 
tunda into the eastern corridor. 
He glided quiet­ 
ly, most unnoticed, through the crowd, after it 
had filled the spacious corridor from tim steps 
leading to the rotunda to the steps leading to the 
gallows. 
He 
leaned 
well 
forward 
in 
tho 
crowd, only a few men being between him anti 
the gallows, and watched and listened with inter­ 
est. 
As soon as the body dropped through the 
suddenly-opened hole iii the platform, lie pressed 
forward to the front, and from th at time on st md 
quietly under the shadow of the galloxvs. 
Wilson 
Guiteau silently watched the preparation for 
decent intel meat. 
He stood there fanning tho 
files from the dead tuan’s face with bis broad- 
brimmed hat, assisted by a sad-faced deputy or 
two, while the crowd in tho corridor Al ii slowly 
and somewhat confusedly around 
anil 
over 
the gallows, in tim effort to catch a last glimpse 
of 
the 
calm, 
though 
discolored 
face 
of 
the 
dead 
assassin, 
After 
the 
execution 
he dilated with pride on the grandeur of his 
brother's death. 
“ W hy,” he said, “ lie died like a 
martyr. Ile vindicated’ hitu-clf again*! the asper­ 
sion* of his enemies. 
No man could have been 
calmer or more dignified on tim scaffold than he. 
The very tremulousness of his voice ss be read his 
poetry was due, not to fear, bot to hi* exquisite 
sensibility to its pathos.” Continuing, ho said: 
“ Do you think that he gave the signal for his own 
execution? Few men have the nerve to do that, 
fewer still the inclination. 
He had troth. 
Ho 
arranged this 
morning 
with Dr. 
Hick* and 
AA alden Crocker th at he should drop a piece of 
paper wheu ho was ready, and that Warden 
Crocker 
should 
then 
drop 
his 
handker­ 
chief, tim preconcerted signal to the luau in att 
adjoining celt who was to pull the bolt from 
under th e trap door. 
He carried the little 
programm e out admirably. I heard him my­ 
self in the crowd say in his distinct, firm 
tone, ‘Glory,' and then, after a short pause, 
‘Ready’; then he dropped a sheet of paper 
and In an Instant passed over to the majority. 
No 
f,liming, no 
tveeping, 
no 
scene. 
Tho 
sensationalists who predicted a collapse, like 
the 
experts 
who 
pronounced 
him 
insane, 
have 
been 
most 
signally 
discredited. 
My 
brother is at this monieut an enviable man. 
There are few men who would not give every­ 
thing to be able to die as he died. 
I ani proud of 
him. 
I would not have it otherwise lr I could 
now. That noble, touching death redeems it all.” 
Speaking as to how bls sister stood the trial, he 
said: “ I went out and told lier how it passed off. 
I said th a t there 
had 
been no scene, and 
that my brother had died like a man, 
and 
had passed 
away without 
pain. 
She 
was 
very much excited 
when I first 
went out, 
but she calmed down when I told her what I had 
to say. 
I supposed she was coming in to see the 
remains. 
It appear*, however, that she decided 
not to do so, and went down town with her 
friends.” Then coming Pack to his brother ho 
•aid: 
“ He cared nothing for what men thought cr said 
of him. 
Bu: he considered himself governed di­ 
rectly by the inspiration of God, aud was impelled 
by this to do just what he thought he ought to, 
regardless of consequences, Here you have my 
brother as lie really was—a man of honest inten­ 
tions, of deep convictions and a faulty judgment. 
His reasoning was had. 
Ile acted from what he 
thought were proper motives, aud, having once 
made 
up 
his 
mind, 
he 
could 
not 
ho 
changed by advice from auy one or by any 
one’s opinion of nim. 
I am proud of him. 
I 
am glad that he died as he did, and, Indeed, as 
I knew he would. 
It was Dravo and manly, 
and showed th at he believed in himself and 
in bis life. 
He demonstrated tho fact that he 
was ready to die tor wnat he thought wa* the 
truth, and he has done so in a brave and manly 
manner. 
I am protid of him,” Mr. Guiteau re­ 
peated, “ and no one can criticise his feeling or 
the w ay iu which he passed tho ordeal.”

The im p ressive a d m on ition s of 
W ashington, repeated and renew ed by W ebster, 
fall upon unheeding ears; for w hat are th e char­ 
acter and lives of such m en as W ash in gton and 
W ooster, DM a stand in g rebuke to th e class of 
m en elevated to control by th e system of p o litical 
spoils. 
T h e C vll* A r c P r o » r m l» g , 
and each day public com prehension o f th e sys­ 
tem and its results are in creasin g as th e d angers 
are u n fo ld in g .” 
The speaker q uoted from W eb­ 
ster’s W orcester speech to show bow th orou gh ly 
he understood th e evils of tbe su b ject years ago. 
A lso from h is d en un ciation of the sp oils system 
in a speech in the Senate som e years later. 
H e 
con tin u ed as follow s: 
“ Mr. W ebster w as rem arkable not on ly for th e 
eloq u en ce and power of bls speeches, but fo r th e 
candor aud honorable frankness w ith w hich he 
exp ressed him self. 
The in ten t is tran sparen t in 
all be ever said or w rote th at he fe lt h im self 
bound to g iv e b is real op inions, and th ese w ell 
con sid ered, to bls countrym en. 
The fid elity and 
earn estn ess or his character, all made th e m ore 
apparent by tb e study of bis works, and th ere is 
scarcely a n ub ile q uestion o f bis any in regard to 
w hich he did n ot exp ress opinions, to w hich it 
will be w ell for his countrym en to recur.” 
The speaker th en continued an exten d ed ac­ 
cou n t of W eb ster’s public services and th eir 
great valu e to his countrym en, and con clud ed : 
‘-lie w as a m arvellous production, th is you ng 
fru it and flow er of our republican in stitu tion s, 
and he trod w ith m ajestic step the aven u es so 
freely opened to all, w hich lead in th is free land 
from poverty and obscurity to th e u tm ost h eigh ts 
of pow er and d istin ction . 
A k in gly Intellect 
throbbed beneath his republican brow, and pro­ 
claim ed its stren gth and d ig n ity th rou ghou t his 
lite, and now, 


He is gathered to the kings of thought. 
Who waged contention with their time's decay 
Aud of the past are ail that cannot pass away. 
The veil w hich b ides from our eyes the fu ture 
no doubt con ceals in tn6rcv m any an assau lt upon 
th e peace, law and liberty of th e land w e love;

The ordinary h eliotrop e blossom is trebled In 
size, and exh ales double th e fragrance, w hile the 
stalk and leaves are o f th at rich dark green th at 
in d icates 
H e a lt h s a il V it a lit y . 
A straw berry p lan t taken from th e earth a t ita 
blossom ing stage has grow n in th e m oss, and at 
th is date well d eveloped fru it is form ed, and w ill 
ripen in a few days. 
T his is regarded as one of 
th e best tests given yet. 
Tho success o f p la n t 
cu ltivation w ltn ou t earth d epends largely in the 
com plete preservation o f th e roots. 
The m ethod 
adopted is to place in tho bottom of the vase or 
flower pot an even 
layer o f

p ub lics are n ot u n g ra tefu l,” b at, in view o f cer­ 
tain facts before our eyes, it may be q uestioned 
w hether they are alw ays ju st. 
It is often th e case 
th at three poor, old in ven tors, betw een (IO and 70 
years of age, are seen togeth er at the cap ital 
here, w ho have rendered service to the country 
and are uow poor, aud have fam ilies upon their 
hands, w ho have to stru ggle w ith poverty and 
the governm ent does not com e to th eir aid.

liam W. H ubbell w as the in ven tor of tile thunder­ 
bolt shell, used to reduce forts in China in 1865* 
by our navy, after the E n glish and French fleets 
had been driven off.
